5.  At  the  meeting  of  each  daily  session  the  Secretary  shall  read 
the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  day,  and  the  Conference  correct  and 
prepare  them  for  registration. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chair,  or  the  privilege  of  a  mem- 
ber, to  call  any  brother  to  order  who  may  indulge  in  personal  reflec- 
tions or  irrelevant  debate. 

7.  The  Chair  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  Conference,  which  appeal  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

8.  All  the  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Conference. 

9.  The  President  may  participate  in  debate  by  calling  a  member 
to  the  Chair. 

10.  The  President  shall  vote  on  no  question,  except  in  case  of 
a  tie. 

11.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  question  without  rising  from 
his  seat  and  respectfully  addressing  the  Chair  as  "Mr.  President," 
and  being  recognized  by  the  Chair. 

12.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  once  on  any 
question,  except  by  unanimous  permission  of  the  Conference. 

13.  No  person  shall  pass  between  the  Chair  and  a  member  speak- 
ing, or  interrupt  the  speaker,  except  by  permission  to  explain. 

14.  Members  shall  not  converse  together  in  a  tone  sufficiently 
loud  to  disturb  the     Conference. 

15.  Members  shall  retain  their  seats,  unless  rising  to  speak,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  retiring. 

16.  Members  are  required  to  vote  in  all  cases,  unless  excused 
therefrom  by  the  Conference. 

17.  No  motion  shall  be  entertained  or  debated  until  the  same 
shall  be  seconded. 

18.  All  motions  and  resolutions  made  and  seconded  shall  be  open 
for  debate,  except  the  previous  question,  the  motion  to  adjourn,  and 
to  lay  on  the  table,  which  questions  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

19.  All  amendments  shall  be  disposed  of  before  the  vote  is  taken 
on  the  main  question. 
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20.  All  questions  of  order  arising  after  the  previous  question 
has  been  called  for  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

21.  The  decision  of  all  questions  shall  be  Yes  or  No.  The  yeas 
and  nays  shall  be  recorded  on  the  journal  by  the  call  of  one-fifth  of 
the  members  present. 

22.  All  resolutions  or  amendments  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

23.  No  motion  for  reconsideration  shall  be  in  order,  except  made 
by  a  member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  and  on  the  same  or 
succeeding  day,  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 

24.  No  motion  or  resolution  indefinitely  postponed  shall  be  called 
up  again  during  the  session. 

25.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  five  minutes  without  per- 
mission of  the  Conference. 

26.  No  committee  shall  meet  during  the  session  of  Conference. 

27.  All  petitions  and  resolutions  shall  be  referred  to  proper 
committee.

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PROCEEDINGS -102  nd  ANNUAL  SESSION 


The  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Pro- 
testant Church  convened  in  its  102nd  annual  session  in  Calvary 
Church,  Greensboro',  Rev.  C.  W.  Bates,  pastor,  on  the  sixth  day  of 
November,  1929,  at  10  o'clock  in  the  morning.  The  President,  Rev. 
S.  W.  Taylor,  D.  D.,  was  in  the  chair.  He  made  a  brief  statement 
in  explanation  of  the  change  of  place  for  holding  the  Conference 
session,  and  expressed  appreciation  of  the  response  of  Calvary 
Church. 

The  following  devotional  services  was  entered  into:  Hymn  428, 
"And  Are  We  Yet  Alive."  Responsive  reading,  Selection  19.  The 
Gloria.  Scripture  lesson,  Romans  12:  1-21.  Prayer.  Hymn  461, 
"Jesus  the  Name  High  Over  All." 

The  president  made  some  remarks  calculated  to  help  the  Confer- 
ence in  its  work  through  the  week.  W.  F.  Kennett  lead  the  Con- 
ference  in  prayer. 

Conference  voted  to  defer  organization  until  later  in  the  session. 
The  Secretary  made  some  remarks  as  host  to  the  Conference. 

The  order  of  the  day  was  the  Conference  sermon.  Hymn  137, 
"Hail  to  the  Lord's  Annointed,"  was  sung.  The  Scripture  lesson 
was  Luke:  10,11.  The  Conference  sermon,  an  inspiring  and  helpful 
message,  was  preached  by  N.  G.  Bethea,  on  the  subject,  "Continuing 
the  Angel's  Message. 

Following  the  sermon,  the  Secretary  called  the  Roll  of  the 
Honored  Dead,  and  Conference  entered  into  the  Communion  Service. 
The  service  was  in  charge  of  A.  G.  Dixion,  assisted  by  R.  M.  And- 
rews,  L.  W.  Gerringer,  B.  M.  Williams,  and  Roy  I.  Fanner.  The 
service  concluded  the  morning  session. 

AFTERNOON  SESSION 

1.45.  The  afternoon  session  opened  with  the  devotional  service 
in  charge  of  H.  F.  Fogleman. 

On  motion  the  bar  of  Conference  was  fixed  to  include  the  audi- 
torium, excepting  the  five  rear  seats. 

The  program  was  distributed,  and  on  motion  made  the  program 
of  the  Conference,  subject  to  such  changes  as  may  be  necessary. 

The  order  of  the  day  at  2.00  was  the  reading  of  the  President's 
Report.  The  President  announced  that  the  Secretary  was  in  the 
chair,  and  proceeded  to  the  reading  of  his  official  report.      (Report  A) 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  reading,  Conference  voted  to  refer  the 
report  to  the  Committee  on  President's  Message.  It  was  likewise 
voted  to»  pass  his  official  character,  which  the  Conference  did  by  stand- 
ing. 
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The  Conference  Faculty  submitted  a  partial  report  recommends 
ing  that  J.  C.  Russell  be  received  into  membership  by  transfer  from 
the  Maryland  Conference.     Conference  so  voted. 

The  following  were  Introduced  to  Conference:  Rev.  Milo  S. 
Hinckle,  pastor  of  the  Asheboro  St.,  Friends  Church;  Rev.  G.  A. 
Stamper,  pastor  of  Centenary  M.  E.  Church,  South,  both  of  this  city; 
Rev.  F.  W.  Stephenson  D.  D.,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education;  Rev.  J.  R.  Russell,  pastor  of  Liberty-Siler  City  Charge. 

The  order  of  the  day  at  3.00  o'clock  was  the  election  of  officers. 
The  president  appointed  the  following  to'  act  as  tellers:  Geo.  R. 
Brown,  J.  M.  Morgan,  C.  E.  Ridge,  L.  W.  Gerringer,  H.  F.  Fogleman, 
J.  A.  Burgess. 

The  ballot  as  cast  and  counted.  The  Secretary  announced  that 
the  present  encumbent,  S.  W.  Taylor,  had  been  elected  to  succed  him- 
self. On  motion  the  election  was  made  unanimous.  The  other 
officers  were  re-elected  by  the  casting  of  the  unanimous  ballot.  They 
are  as  follows:  C.  W.  Bates,  Secretary;  Geo.  R.  Brown,  Treasurer; 
H.  L.  Isley,  Statistical  Secretary;  J.  L.  Trollinger,  Reporter.  The 
Secretary  chose  F.  W.  Paschall  to  succeed  himself  as  Assistant  Secre- 
tary. 

The  ballot  was  distributed  for  the  election  of  the  Lay  Member 
of  the  Stationing  Committee.  The  ballot  was  counted  and  H.  A. 
Garrett  was  declared  elected. 

Dr.  W.  R.  Goley,  L.  F.  Ross,  E.  L.  Douglas,  G.  L.  Curry,  L.  W. 
Gerringer,  were  elected  the  Committee  on  Appeals. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  pastors  shall  not  send  odd  cents 
when  remitting  to  the  Conference  Treasurer. 

A.  G.  Dixon,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Children's  Home,  stated 
that  figures  showing  the  amount  contributed  by  charges  could  be 
secured  from  J.  Elwood  Carroll. 

The  order  of  the  day  at  4.00  o'clock  was  a  concert  given  by  the 
Choral  Society  and  Orchestra  of  High  Point  College.  R.  M.  Andrews, 
President  of  the  College,  introduced  Professor  E.  B.  Stimson,  con- 
ductor of  the  program  and  head  of  the  Music  Department  of  the 
College. 

Following  an  excellent  program,  the  President  asked  Confer- 
ence to  stand  in  appreciation. 

Conference  adjourned  with  benediction  by  Rev.  J.  H.  Straughn, 
Promotional  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  General  Conference. 

WEDNESDAY  NIGHT 

7.30.  The  program  for  the  evening  session  was  in  charge  of  the 
Board  of  Young  People's  Work.     The  President  of  the  Board,  F.  W. 
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Paschall,  introduced  Mrs.  H.  W.  Maier,  who  made  a  statement  con- 
cerning the  pageant  to  be  presented,  and  introduced  Miss  Mary  C. 
Whitney,  joint  author  with  her  of  the  pageant,  "The  Quest  of  Youth," 
which  was  then  put  on  by  a  group  from  the  Community  Church, 
Thomasville. 

THURSDAY,  NOVEMBER  7 

9.00  After  the  singing  of  a  hymn,  the  Confrence  Roll  was 
called.  On  motion  the  names  of  J.  H.  Moton  and  W.  P.  Martin, 
members  of  the  Conference  who  have  deceased  during  the  year,  were 
transferred  to  the  Roll  of  the  Honored  Dead. 

In  the  absence  of  T.  M.  Johnson,  who  is  detained  on  account  of 
illness,  devotional  services  were  conducted  by  H.  L.  Isley.

A  request  was  made  that  when  Conference  meets  this  afternoon 
it  meet  as  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  and 
the  Board  of  Education,  the  time  to  be  2.30.  Conference  adjourned 
for  the  taking  of  a  picture  and  for  lunch.

2.30.     Conference  met  as  a   Committee   of  the   Whole  with  the 

members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  High  Point  College  and  the 
Board  of  Education  of  the  Conference,  to  consider  certain  financial 
matters  relative  to  the  finances  of  the  College.  A  number  of  addres- 
ses were  made,  and  after  considerable  discussion  a  resolution  intro- 
duced by  a  special  committee  was  adopted  by  a  rising  and  unanim- 
ous vote.

Following  the  address  a  pageant  was  presented 
by  the  students  of  High  Point  College  under  the  direction  of  Miss 
Mary  Young,  Dean  of  Women  in  that  institution.  After  announce- 
ments, Conference  adjourned.

Rev.  C.  E.  Forlines,  D.  D.,  Professor  in  the  Westminster  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  and  a  member  of  this  Conference,  and  Rev.  Geo. 
W.  Haddaway,  D.  D.,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions,  were  in- 
troduced to  the  Conference. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  all  charges  that  pay  twice  as  much 
as  the  amount  assessed  last  year  for  College  Current  Expence,  be 
placed  on  the  Honor  Roll  that  item. 

On  motion  it  was  made  the  order  of  the  day  to  hear  Dr.  F.  W. 
Stephenson  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  follow- 
ing the  address  by  Dr.  Forlines. 
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Dr  Forlines  addressed  the  Conference  in  the  interest  of  proposed 
Endowment  for  the  Seminary.  On  motion  a  committee  of  three, 
consisting  of  T.  M.  Johnson,  Geo.  L.  Curry,  and  L.  W.  Gerringer,  was 
appointed  to  draft  a  resolution  setting  forth  the  attitude  of  this  Con- 
ference toward  the  Seminary  Endowment.  L.  C.  Little  was  asked  to 
act  with  the  committee. 

Professor  T.  C.  Amick,  of  Elon  College,  and  Rev.  C.  E.  Hodgin, 
pastor  of  the  Westminster  Presbyterian  Church,  this  city,  were  in- 
troduced. 

The  committee  on  Seminary  Endowment  was  excused  for  a  meet- 
ing.

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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

(REPORT  A) 

To   the    North    Carolina    Annual    Conference    of    the    Methodist 
Protestant  Church,  Assembled  in  Calvary  Church,  Greensboro,  N.  C, 
November  6,  1929. 
Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren: 

"Mercy  unto  you,  and  peace  and  love  be  multiplied." 

History  holds  for  us  in  its  eternal  keeping  our  ONE  HUN- 
DRED and  SECOND  conference  year.  Like  our  first  conference 
year,  and  all  the  others  that  have  intervened,  it  has  been  short,  as 
the  swift  cycles  of  time  go;  but  not  short  when  measured  by  oppor- 
tunity, responsibility,  successes  and  failures,  and  by  the  joys  and 
sorrows  incident  to  the  passing  years.  Measured  by  these  things, 
this  year,  like  all  years,  is  a  long  one.  In  his  good  Providence.  God 
has  brought  us  through  it;  and  despite  the  fact  that  there  may  have 
been  some  days  with  no  sun,  most  of  us,  no  doubt,  have  been  made  to 
feel  that  the  "lines  had  fallen  to  us  in  pleasant  places,  and  that  ours 
was  a  goodly  heritage." 

We  are  here  to  both  retrospect  and  prospect.  We  must  look  back 
on  what  we  have  done  to  determine  how  well  we  have  done  it — whether 
we  are  to  be  marked  "D.  D." — duty  done,  or  "D.  N." — duty  neglected. 
(Credit  to  Dr.  McCulloch  for  these  initials.)  And  then  we  are  here 
to  study  the  future  and  to  plan  for  the  tasks  that  still  await  us.  The 
year  that  is  closing  must  be  viewed  through  the  tabulated  reports 
that  are  to  be  submitted  to  this  conference.  There  is  much  thought 
that  has  gone  into  the  year's  work  that  can  not  be  summed  up  in 
this  way.  Spiritual  qualities  and  attainments  can  not  be  tabulated. 
However,  these  reports  are  significant,  and  we  trust  that  they  may 
reveal  to  the  conference  facts  and  conditions  that  will  inspire  us  to 
"thank  God  and  take  courage." 

The  few  charges  left  unsupplied  at  the  last  conference  were  sup- 
plied early  in  the  year,  and  the  work  throughout  the  district  has 
gone  on  with  the  usual  regularity  and  harmony. 

The  year,  however,  has  been  unusual  in  the  number  of  special 
financial  campaigns,  all  of  which  has  been  necessary.  Immediately 
upon  the  rise  of  the  1928  conference,  we  went  among  the  churches 
to  raise  the  ten  thousand  dollars  assessed  for  the  maintenance  of 
High  Point  College.  Following  this  was  a  special  effort  to  raise  the 
Gratitude  Gift  deficit  of  $2,400.  In  the  early  spring,  Dr.  Straughn, 
assisted  by  Dr.  Haddaway,  Dr.  Stephenson,  and  Rev.  F.  L.  Gibbs,  made 
an  educational  itinerary  of  the  conference  in  the  interest  of  New  Cen- 
tury Service.  During  July  and  the  first  week  in  August  we  were  in  a 
■campaign  to  raise  850,000  for  High  Point  College.  Fifty-two  charges 
and    eighty-nine    churches  were    visited    in    this    effort.     In    addition 
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to  these  special  activities,  the  work  has  gone  forward  along  the  lines 
that  usually  characterize  the  activities  of  a  conference  year,  and  re- 
sults will  not  be  disappointing,  we  trust,  to  our  expectation  in  prog- 
ress. 

DEATHS 

We  have  been  sadden  during  the  year  by  the  passing  of  some  of 
our  number.  On  June  23  Rev.  J.  H.  Moton  went  triumphantly  to 
his  place  in  the  Conference  above.  Brother  W.  P.  Martin  followed 
on  the  sixth  of  July. 

Besides  these  brethren,  who  were  members  of  the  conference, 
we  have  lost  during  the  year  three  licensed  preachers.  One  of  these, 
Brother  W.  C.  Hall,  was  active  in  the  work,  being  pastor  of  Mecklen- 
burg charge  at  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  June  30.  Brother 
J.  F.  Alexander,  who  had  been  unable  to  take  work  for  some  time, 
owing  to  decline  health,  passed  to  his  reward  April  30.  Brother 
H.  D.  Garmon,  a  licensed  preacher  of  Connelly  Spring  charge,  and 
who  had  served  to  a  ripe  old  age  in  that  capacity,  was  released  from 
the  flesh  July  23. 

Besides  these,  the  following  wives  of  our  ministers  have  died 
during  the  year:  Sisters  W.  W.  Amick,  L.  S.  Helms,  and  W.  T. 
Totten.  These  all  died  in  the  faith.  We  shall  miss  them,  but  we  take 
comfort  in  the  good  works  that  follow  them,  and  in  their  places  of 
triumph  at  the  right  hand  of  God. 

In  addition  to  these  who  are  immediately  ours,  we  share,  with 
the  rest  of  the  church,  a  distressing  loss  in  the  passing  of  two  men 
who  belong  to  all  of  us — Dr.  Benson  and  Dr.  Lewis.  We  unite  with 
our  entire  denominational  family  in  mourning  the  loss  of  these  two 
men.  And  yet  again  there  is  occasion  to  rejoice;  for  in  life  and  in 
death,  they  magnified  the  power  of  the  gospel  to  save  and  to  keep 
unto  the  uttermost. 

To  the  families  of  these  loved  ones,  who,  of  all  others,  will  feel 
most  keenly  their  passing,  we  extend  our  brotherly  sympathy,  and 
pray  that  the  benedictions  of  the  "God  of  all  comfort"  may  be  upon 
them. 

Proper  obituaries  will  be  prepared  and  due  tribute  paid  in  our 
memorial  service  Sunday,  to  these  who  have  gone  from  us. 

OFFICIAL  ACTS 

On  November  13,  Brother  E.  B.  Wood,  by  agreement,  was  re- 
leased from  his  assignment  as  pastor  of  Spencer  charge.  On  the 
nineteenth  of  the  same  month  Brother  W.  F.  Ashburn  was  assigned 
to  the  charge. 

Dr.  P.  E.  Lindley  was  assigned  to  Gibsonville  charge  November 
24,  and  Rev.  H.  L.  Powell  to  the  First  Church,  Thomasville,  on  the 
26th. 

On  January  10,  Rev.  J.  B.  O'briant  was  assigned  to  Vance  charge. 
Brother  J.    C.    Russell    transferred    from    the    Marvland    Conference 
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January  28,  and  was  assigned  at  once  to  the  Liberty- Siler  charge. 

At  his  request,  and  by  agreement  on  the  part  of  the  charge, 
Rev.  E.  G.  Lowdermilk  was  released  from  Fairfield  church  February 
22,  and  on  April  3,  Brother  F.  R.  Love  was  assigned  to  this  church. 

Brother  T.  J.  Whitehead  was  released  from  Mt.  Pleasant  and 
Mt.  Zion  churches,  West  Thomasville  charge,  April  11,  and  Rev.  G. 
L.  Reynolds  assigned  at  once  in  his  stead. 

On  April  2  a  special  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  was  called 
to  sit  in  the  Asheboro  church,  April  10,  at  2  P.  M.  This  meeting  was 
called  at  the  request  of  the  President  of  the  college  for  the  purpose 
of  considering  matters  vital  to  the  financing  of  the  institution. 

On  May  ninth,  I  attended  the  meeting  of  conference  presidents 
and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Convention  in  Pittsburgh. 

At  his  request,  and  by  the  consent  of  the  charge,  Brother  C.  E. 
Phillips  was  released  from  the  Pageland  work,  May  21,  and  Brother 
T.  Glenn  Madison  was  assigned  there  May  27,  to  serve  until  his 
return  to  the  Seminary  September  24. 

Immediately  upon  the  death  of  Dr.  Lewis,  I  anticipated  what  I 
thought  would  be  the  wish  of  the  conference,  and  conveyed'  to  the 
bereaved  family  assurance   of   our  prayerful   sympathy. 

RULINGS   ON  QUESTIONS   OF  LAW 

1.  May  a  licentiate  represent  his  charge,  as  delegate,  in  the 
Annual  Conference?     Answer,  He  may. 

2.  Does  a  member  of  the  quarterly  conference,  who  has  two  or 
more  offices  in  the  local  church,  have  more  than  one  vote  in  the 
quarterly  conference?       Answer,  He  has  one  vote  only. 

3.  Owing  to  their  inability  to  carry  out  their  plans  for  a  new 
church  building  in  Concord  this  year,  the  brethren  there  decided  that 
they  could  not  entertain  the  conference,  as  they  had  hoped  to  dc,  and 
so  notified  us  officially.  I  then  referred  the  matter  to  the  District 
Committee,  and  the  invitation  of  Calvary  church  was  promptly  and 
gratefully  accepted,  and  official  notice  given  at  once  of  the  change 
of  the  seat  of  conference. 

THE  SOUTH  CAROLINA  CONFERENCE 
At  the  ninetieth  session  of  the  South  Carolina  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church,  held  November  15,  1928,  formal  action 
was   taken,    proposing   a   union   between   that   conference    and   ours. 
The   President  of  the   Conference,   Rev.   J.  W.   Hudson,   Rev.   E.   W. 
Clark  and   Mr.    C.   M.   Stokes  were   appointed   a   committee  to  open 
negotiations  with  us  at  this  conference.     They  have  been  invited  to 
be  present,  and  have  been  assured  that  they  would  receive  brotherly 
consideration  by  us.     I  have  not,  however,  anticipated,  in  any  way, 
what  your  wishes  would  be  regarding  the  proposed  union. 
PASTORS'  FEDERATIONS 
During  the  year   an   organization  has  been    effected,  which  has 
been  designated  "The  Pastor's  Federation."  Three  divisions  of  the  or- 
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ganization  have  been  made — one  in  the  east;  one  in  the  west;  and  a 
central  division.  So  we  have  the  Eastern  Federation,  the  Central 
Federation,  and  the  Western  Federation.  The  purpose  of  this  organ- 
ization is  to  bring-  our  pastors  and  ministers  together  periodically. 
The  idea  is  to  meet  at  least  once  a  quarter,  and  oftener  as  the  pastors 
may  choose.  The  purpose  of  the  organization  is  fellowship,  and  dis- 
cussion of  matters  that  concern  conference  and  denominational  work, 
and  such  other  matters  as  the  pastors  may  elect  to  make  a  part  of 
their  meeting  programs.  The  organization  is  to  be  perfectly  loose, 
so  far  as  constitutions  and  by-laws  are  concerned.  There  is  to'  no 
membership  fees,  and  but  few  offices.  The  only  requirement  of  mem- 
bership and  attendance  is  that  of  interest,  and  a  sense  of  the  need  of 
fellowship  and  of  the  information  and  inspiration  that  comes  from 
such  gatherings.  So  far,  the  organization  has  functioned  well.  Pas- 
tors and  ministers  have  taken  a  splendid  interest  in  it,  and  we  are 
encouraged  to  believe  that  it  will  fully  prove  its  worth. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  A  full-time  pastorate  on  every  charge,  and  pastoral  main- 
tenance large  enough  to  make  full-time  service  possible. 

2.  The  regrouping  of  churches,  where  this  is  necessary  to  pro- 
vide for  a  full-time  pastorate. 

3.  That  money  raised  by  the  churches  and  Schools  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  Children's  Home,  and  also  the  North  Carolina  Budget 
of  the  women's  work,  be  shown  in  the  totals  of  the  Treasurer's  re- 
port. 

4.  That  the  remainder  of  the  Gratitude  Gift  Deficit  be  alloted  to 
charges  that  did  not  pay  their  quotas  of  last  year,  and  collections  be 
pressed  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

5.  That  the  president  of  the  conference,  together  with  the  stand- 
ing committee  on  evangelism,  consider  the  advisability  of  holding  one 
ot  more  revival  meetings,  or  at  least  fifteen  days  duration,  in  rural 
churches  suited  by  location  and  size  for  such  meetings. 

6.  That  the  Board  of  Church  Extension  be  permitted  to  hold  its 
regular  annual  meeting  within  ten  days  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
conference,  and  not  during  the  conference  session.  And  that  the 
report  of  the  Board  be  given  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Conference  in 
time  to  be  published  in  the  Journal.  This  recommendation  seems  to 
be  justified  by  the  rush  of  conference  business  that  makes  it  impos- 
sible for  the  Board  to  give  proper  deliberation  to  matters  upon  which 
it  must  pass. 

7.  That  the  Sunday  schools  and  Christian  Endeavor  societies 
of  the  conference  be  asked  to  finance  the  Board  of  Young  People's 
Work,  through  voluntary  contributions,  to  the  amount  of  $500.  In 
case  there  is  a  shortage  in  this  amount,  we  recommend  that  it  be 
made  up  out  of  the  budget,  in  case  the  Board  needs  it.

8.  That  $100,  or  as  much  of  this  amount  as  is  needed,  be  allotted 
from  the  budget  to  the  Pastor's  Summer  Conference. 

9.  That  the  allottment  of  $6,000  for  High  Point  College  main- 
tenance, accepted  by  the  special  session  at  Asheboro,  be  continued  by 
this  conference,  and  that  it  be  apportioned  to  the  various  charges  as 
a  separate  item. 

10.  That  the  Third  Sunday  in  May  be  continued  as  High  Point 
College  Day. 

11.  That  April  be  designated  as  Stewardship,  Sign-up  and  Pay- 
up  month. 

12.  That  October  be  designated  as  Tithing  Month. 

13.  That  the  Second  Sunday  in  October  be  Annual  Conference 
Sunday. 

14.  That  the  Second  Sunday  in  June  be  designated  as  "Men- 
For-The-Ministry  Sunday." 

15.  That  a  Pastor's  Training  School  be  held  in  connection  with 
the  Pastors'  Summer  Conference,  the  school  to  run  concurrent  with 
the  conference. 

16.  That  a  church  membership  Honor  Roll  be  tried  in  local 
churches,  such  rolls  to  contain  the  names  of  all  members  who  pay 
their  church  dues  in  full.  We  recommend  further,  that  such  roll 
be  read  from  the  pulpit,  posted  in  the  church,  or  published  in  the 
church  bulletin. 

17.  We  again  recommend  that  the  church  budget,  including 
pastor's  salary,  be  apportioned  to  the  entire  membership  of  the 
church. 

18.  We  recommend  that  more  stress  be  put  on  evangelism  in 
the  Sunday  school,  and  that  the  Superintendent,  in  conjunction  with 
the  pastor,  consider  the  advisability  of  giving  over  designated  Sun- 
day school  hours  to  evangelistic  efforts. 

That  the  conference  districts,  laid  off  as  a  working  basis  for  this 
year  by   your  executive,   be   ratified   by   this    conference,   with   such 
*  changes  as  the  conference  may  think  necessary. 

OUR  SUPERANNUATES 

With  the  weight  of  years  comes  the  loss  of  vitality,  so  necessary 
to  the  daily  and  arduous  tasks  of  life.  The  minister  has  no  exemp- 
tion from  this  law  of  nature.  He  too  succumbs  to  the  inevitable  as 
the  cycles  of  time  moves  him  on  far  down  the  western  slope  of  life. 

When  this  experience  overtakes  our  brethren,  it  is  our  custom 
to  honor  them  with  the  superannuated  relationship  to  the  conference. 
We  take  off  of  their  shoulders  the  heavy  weight  of  a  pastorate  that 
those  younger  and  stronger  in  body  may  bear  these  burdens.  But  we 
do  not  cease  to  love  them  because  they  are  no  longer  active  in  the 
work;  rather  our  affection  for  them  becomes  all  the  more  tender. 
Nor  do  we  absolve  ourselves  of  obligations  to  them  in  the  matter  of 
their   material  care,  because   they  are   not   on  the   pay-roll   of    some 
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conference  assignment.  They  are  our  Fathers  in  Israel,  there  is  with 
us  an  abiding  sense  of  our  obligation  to  them  as  such.  It  is  our  de- 
sire, and  our  plan  to  make  provision  for  their  care  in  a  time  of  life 
when  they  need  it  most.  Our  regret  is  that  we  cannot  do  more  for 
them.  If  we  could  realize  the  desire  of  our  hearts  as  expressed  in  our 
conference  allotment,  we  would  do  more.  However,  we  shall  con- 
tinue to  work  on  behalf  of  these  veterans  of  the  Cross  whom  we  love, 
and  to  whom  we  are  so  much  indebted,  with  the  earnest  hope  that 
the  day  may  yet  dawn  when  our  annual  appropriation  to  them  shall 
be  a  minimum  of  $500. 

We  now  have  seven  superannuated  ministers,  and  the  wives  of 
thirteen  others.  Two  of  our  aged  brethren  passed  on  this  year  to 
where*  superannuate  apportionments  are  not  needed.  Eternally  they 
are  in  the  Father's  house.  May  the  Lord  greatly  bless  those  who  are 
still  with  us. 

PERSONAL  ACTIVITIES 

I  cannot  recount  in  detail  my  activities  during  the  year.  Much 
of  this  information  is  already  in  your  possession,  as  it  has  been  re- 
counted from  week  to  week  through  the  Herald.  Suffice  it  to  say 
here,  that  we  began  our  work  on  the  day  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
last  conference,  and  have  continued  in  "labors  abundant  to  this  hour." 
Our  only  surcease  was  a  brief  vacation  during  the  month  of  August. 
Thanks  to  a  gracious  Providence,  there  has  been  but  little  interfer- 
ence of  our  work  because  of  physical  infirmities.  Once  or  twice  we 
had  slight  ailments  which  necessitated  the  cancelling  of  a  very  few 
engagements.  With  these  exceptions  we  have  given  ourselves  un- 
sparingly to  the  work  incident  to  this  office.  This  has  necessitated 
much  traveling,  much  speaking,  much  office  work,  many  conferences 
with  individuals,  committees,  and  churches.  We  have  been  confronted 
with  many  problems,  and:  much  thinking  and  planning  have  been 
necessary  in  prosecuting  the  work.  We  have  not  been  able  to  visit 
all  of  the  charges;  though  conditions  have  required  repeated  visits 
to  some.  Where  it  has  been  possible,  we  have  attended  the  special 
assemblies  of  the  church,  as  district  rallies,  the  Young  People's  Train- 
ing School,  and  Pastor's  Summer  Conference.  We  have  preached  a 
few  times  in  revival  meetings,  and  presided  at  numbers  of  quarterly 
conferences.  The  whole  program  of  the  church  has  been  my  pro- 
gram, and  through  pulpit  and  press,  I  have  persistently  tried  to 
stress  it.  Our  pastors,  our  churches,  our  institutions,  our  denomina- 
tional interests  and  leaders,  have  been  constantly  in  our  prayer.  "As 
much  as  in  me  is,"  I  have  striven,  with  all  the  resources  at  my  dis- 
posal, to  do  the  work  which  you  gave  me  to  do,  and  above  all,  to 
magnify  Him  whose  we  are  and  whom  we  delight  to  serve.  We  have 
made  no  claim  to  infalibility.  The  usual  mistakes  of  human  limita- 
tion and  human  imperfection,  are  chargeable,  we  suppose,  to  us.  But 
with  it  all,  an  attitude  of  earnest  faithfulness  has  been  maintained, 
and  we  trust  that  our  labors  have  not  been  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 
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FINALLY 

Our  purpose  in  this  message  has  been  to  present  a  summary  of 
the  year's  work,  thus  giving  to  the  conference  the  benefit  of  such  in- 
formation as  we  have  acquired  by  intimate  contact  with  various  fields. 
Whether  or  not  this  has  been  properly  done  is  a  matter  for  your  de- 
cision. We  have  felt  constrained  to  stay  within  the  bounds  of  proper 
brevity,  and  at  the  same  time  we  have  been  impelled  by  the  scope  of 
the  field  to  be  covered,  and  by  the  dignity  that  it  is  rightfully  ex- 
pected by  such  a  report.  If  there  is  more  here  than  should  go  into 
the  Journal  you  will  exercise  your  right  in  eliminating  such  portions 
as  you  think  should  be  omitted. 

The  report  reflects  the  wisest  judgment  of  my  head,  and  the  best 
impulses  of  my  heart.  I  submit  it  in  the  confidence  that  "in  a  multi- 
tude of  counselors  there  is  wisdom."  I  can  trust  you,  therefore,  to  ap- 
prove whatever  is  wise  in  the  message,  and  to  reject  any  part  that 
your  combined  judgment  may  disapprove. 

I  should  be  untrue  to  myself  and  ungrateful  to  them  if  I  did  not 
express  here  my  grateful  appreciation  to'  our  pastors  and  laymen  for 
their  support  in  my  efforts  to  carry  out  the  program  of  the  confer- 
ence. Pastors  and  people  have  been  kind  toward  me,  as  a  co-laborer 
with  them  in  the  work  of  the  Kingdom.  To  this  attitude  and  this 
support,  I  am  greatly  indebted  for  whatever  success  has  attended  my 
labors.  And  above  all,  I  am  indebted  to  Him  who  is  our  great  Head, 
for  his  unfailing  blessings  upon  you,  upon  all  the  conference,  and 
upon  myself.  He  has  preserved  our  health;  he  has  spared  our  lives; 
he  has  given  to  u.s  food  and  raiment  and  shelter;  he  has  owned  us 
as  His  servants  and  prospered  the  labors  of  our  hands.

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REPORT  OF  PRESIDENT  OF  BOARD  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S 

WORK 

(REPORT  C) 

The  Board  of  Young  People's  Work  of  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference has  experienced  a  very  successful  year.  The  Board  has  re- 
ceived splendid  cooperation  and  it  is  due  to  this  fact  that  the-  Board 
has  been  able  to  achieve  its  success. 

The  Board  has  sponsored  and  endeavored  to  carry  out  success- 
fully two  vital  and  important  projects: 

1.  A  Leadership  Training  School.  The  school  this  year  was  most 
successful.  One  of  the  leading  ministers  in  our  conference  and  a  man 
who'  has  been  vitally  interested  in  and  connected  with  our  Young 
People's  Work  ever  since  he  has  been  in  the  Conference  said  to  me 
at  the  close  of  the  school:  "I  have  attended:  each  summer  gathering 
of  young  people  since  the  custom  began  and  this  is  the  best  yet."  In 
these  schools  we  offer  two  groups  of  courses,  (a)  Courses  in  the 
Standard  Curriculum.  These  courses  are  designed  especially  for 
those  who  are  leaders  in  some  phase  of  church  work.  In  the  school 
this  year  fifty-nine  people  received  credit  for  one  or  more  of  the 
various  courses  offered  in  the  Standard  Curriculum.  (b)  Courses 
for  young  people.  These  courses  are  designed  for  young  people  who 
may  not  be  leaders  in  the  local  church  at  present,  but  are  looking 
forward  to  that  privilege.  In  the  school  this  year  fifty  young  people 
received  credit  in  these  courses. 

2.  The  second  project  which  the  board  has  endeavored  to'  carry 
through  successfully  is  a  project  which  is  far  reaching  and  most 
vital  to  the  growth  of  our  church.  Under  the  supervision  of  Miss 
Bettie  Brittingham,  of  Salisbury,  Maryland,  the  Conference  Board 
of  Young  has  sponsored  several  Vacation  Church  Schools.  Great 
numbers  did  not  attend  these  schools  but  each  school  was  most  suc- 
cessful.

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    PASTORAL    WORK 

(REPORT  D) 

Pastors  differ  as  to'  pastoral  work.  Some  think  this  part  of  the 
work  over  emphasized.  It  is  generally  from  those  who  have  failed 
to  do  their  duty,  for  it  is  not  often  we  hear  complaint  from  those  who 
have  done  their  full  duty  in  any  cause.  To  make  your  services  ser- 
viceable requires  hard  work  but  a  thing  worth  while  calls  for  our 
best  effort.  We  want  to  be  original  in  our  thinking  and  work  but 
when  ve  neglect  pastoral  work  for  this,  the  work  that  is  done  does 
not  compensate  for  the  work  that  is  neglected. 
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A  pastor  should  not  spend  all  his  time  visiting  to  the  neglect  of 
prayer,  study  and  preparation  of  his  sermons.  The  pastoral  visit 
brings  him  face  to  face  with  people  whom  he  could  not  reach  from 
the  pulpit.  It  gives  him  a  close  personal  touch  which  draws  the  people 
to  him,  after  which  he  may  reach  them  by  his  sermons  and  win  them 
for  the  Kingdom."  We  may  not  get  the  crowd  by  being  spiritual  in 
our  contact  with  folks  but  it  is  better  to  be  Christ-givers  than  crowds 
drawers." 

"What  then,  must  we  do  in  our  visiting?  What  must  we  talk 
about  to  make  it  the  most  helpful  to  the  individual  or  family  and 
yield  the  largest  results  for  the  Kingdom  of  God?  There  are  men 
today  who  have  the  name  of  being  great  preachers  on  their  charges 
who  never  succeed  in  getting  their  folks  interested  in  the  finances 
of  the  church.  Sometimes  such  men  are  held  up  in  scorn  on  another 
charge  because  they  never  do  anything  for  the  needy  causes,  such 
as  missions,  church  extension,  superannuates,  etc.  Is  a  preacher 
really  great  who  does  not  develop  his  people  in  the  things  that  ex- 
pand the  soul  as  well  as  the  Kingdom?  How  about  trying  to  interest 
folks  in  the  work  of  enlarging  the  Kingdom  outside  their  own  field? 
If  you  do  not  know  enough  about  it  to  talk  intelligently,  better  get 
acquainted  with  your  work,  for  a  pastor  owes  his  first  duty  to  the 
Conference." 

The  pastor  should  not  do  all  the  work  in  conjunction  with  him 
in  helping  to  church  the  unchurched  and  in  getting  out  to  the  ser- 
vices the  indifferent  part  of  the  membership. 

In  his  visits  to  the  homes  he  has  a  fine  opportunity  to  increase 
the  circulation  of  our  church  papers.  In  many  instances  members 
who  are  recognized  as  leaders  of  their  local  church  do  not  subscribe 
to  a  single  church  paper. 

A  pastoral  visit  in  the  right  spirit  not  only  helps  the  family 
visited  but  the  community.  H.  A.  GARRETT,

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SOCIAL  REFORM 

(REPORT   E) 

When  God  created  man  and  placed  him  in  the  garden  he  said: 
"It  is  not  good  for  man  to  be  alone;  I  will  make  for  him  a  help 
mate."  This  he  did  and  Adam  and  Eve  became  social  beings.  From 
that  day  to  this  present  time  man  has  given  evidence  of  social  qual- 
ities. It  is  true  that  these  relationships  have  in  many  ages  been  of 
a  very  low  type,  and  even  in  this  "church  age"  there  are  many  things 
the  Christian  church  should  condemn. 
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We,  your  committee  on  Social  Reform,  therefore,  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  following: 

First:  We  urgently  request  all  parents  to  look  carefully  after 
the  home  training  of  their  children,  making  the  home  a  place  of 
social  comradeship,  rather  than  a  place  merely  to  eat  and  sleep. 

Second:  That  our  churches  make  ample  provision  for  the  social 
life  of  our  young  people  so  that  they  will  not  be  forced  to  look  to 
the  world  for  directions  in  their  social  development. 

Third:  That  we  regard  playing  for  prizes  at  the  bridge  table, 
matching  coins  at  the  cold  drink  stands  and  elsewhere,  as  gambling 
in  embryo;  we  also  denounce  the  modern  dance  and  all  other  amuse- 
ments that  lead  to  vice  and  immorality. 

Fourth:  We  further  denounce  buying  and  selling  on  Sunday, 
except  in  cases  of  absolute  necessity. 

Fifth:  We  urgently  ask  all  christians  to  vote  as  they  pray.

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON    EVANGELISM 

(REPORT  F) 

No  right  thinking  student  of  God's  word  but  what  knows  and 
sees  the  necessity  of  a  more  earnest  effort  along  evangelistic  lines. 
But  those  who  would  limit  you  in  your  plans  for  evangelistic  work 
will  raise  the  question,  What  is  evangelism? 

There  is  no  problem  in  a  straight  line  unless  it  be  how  to  keep 
it  straight.  The  nearest  way  to  any  given  point  is  the  straight  line. 
The  nearest  way  to  any  soul  is  the  Christ  way.  The  Christ  way  is 
the  way  of  compassion,  and  the  spirit  of  compassion  comes  by  fellow- 
ship with  Jesus  in  His  mission  to  save  men  and  the  only  way  to  be- 
come acquainted  with  that  spirit  is  to  spend  much  time  in  Gethsemane. 
This  cannot  be  done  when  there  is  such  a  rush  required,  on  the  part 
of  pastor  to  do  his  visiting  and  be  lined  up  with  every  program  in  the 
community  where  he  lives  in  order  that  he  may  be  popular  and  know 
the  folks.  It  is  possible  that  we  are  trying  to  know  folks  so  much  in 
all  these  agencies  that  we  know  God  less?  Your  committee  is  of  the 
opinion  that  this  is  one  of  our  troubles  in  not  winning  men  for  Christ 
as  much  as  it  our  privilege  to  do. 

Therefore  we  recommend :  First,  that  we  study  more  the  best  way 
to  reach  the  unsaved  of  our  community  beginning  with  the  children. 
The  Sunday  School  and  the  Christian  Endeavor  Societies  are  a  fine 
field  for  this  kind  of  work. 
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That  in  communities  where  there  are  several  churches  on  a 
charge,  that  instead  of  holding  five  or  six  meetings  of  four  or  five 
days  each,  that  one  or  two  meetings  be  held  at  a  central  point  for 
two  or  three  weeks  duration.  In  doing  this  the  spirit  of  cooperation 
might  lead  to  consolidation  which  is  needed  so  much  on  many  of  our 
charges. 

That  the  Conference  enlarge  this  Committee  on  Evangelism 
both  in  number  and  the  scope  of  its  duties  to  confer  with  pastors  who 
need  such  assistance  to  arrange  that  consolidated  meetings  be  held  in 
places  where  feasible  and  also  to  arrange  for  the  leader  in  such  work, 
and  further,  that  where  a  leader  is  selected  by  such  committee  that 
the  charge  that  he  is  serving  be  asked  to  release  him  for  such  evan- 
gelistic campaigns.  Said  committee  to  be  under  the  leadership  of  the 
President  of  the  Conference,  or  such  as  may  be  designated  by  him. 

Beginning  early  in  the  year,  we  urge  that  in  all  our  churches 
special  prayer  be  made  for  the  outpouring  of  the  Spirit  of  God  upon 
us  in  our  evangelistic  efforts,  whether  in  the  home,  in  the  Sunday 
School,  our  decision  day  services,  Christian  Endeavor  Societies,  re- 
vivals, or,  wherever  these  efforts  are  put  forth. 

We  understand  that  the  Commission  on  Evangelism  of  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  is  planning  a  program  whereby  our  denomination  will 
cooperate  with  the  plans  of  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of 
Christ  in  America,  relative  to  the  celebration  of  the  nineteen  hun- 
dredth anniversary  of  Pentecost.  The  proposed  observance  of  this 
anniversary  carries  with  it  the  extension  of  the  usual  period  of  def- 
inite, aggressive  evangelism  from  Easter  to  Pentecost,  which  means 
fifty  days  later.  We  recommend  that  this  conference  pledge  its  co- 
operation in  all  the  plans  of  our  General  Conference  Commission  re- 
lating thereto.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSIONS 

(REPORT  I) 

We  note  with  pleasure  the  reports  from  many  charges  in  the 
Conference  of  the  merging  of  the  various  woman's  organizations  into 
one  organization,  known  as  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  of '  the 
splendid  work  being  done  by  these  auxiliaries.  We  believe  that  this 
has  meant,  and  will  continue  to  mean,  more  for  the  cause  of  missions 
than  anything  that  has  taken  place  for  many  years.  Through  this 
plan,  according  to  reports,  more  of  our  women  are  becoming  inter- 
ested and  actively  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  church,  and  especially 
the  work  of  missions,  than  ever  before.  This  new  interest  is  not 
confined  to  the  women  only  but  the  men  as  well,  seem  to'  have  caught 
the  spirit  of  the  movement  and  many  of  them  are  giving  more  liberally 
to  the  cause  than  heretofore.  We  urge  all  churches  that  have  not 
yet  perfected  such  an  organization  to  do  so  at  the  earliest  possible 
date. 

Realizing  that  the  best  way  to  get  our  people  interested  in  mis- 
sions is  to  get  to  them  information  about  our  missionary  work,  at 
home  and  abroad,  we  recommend  that  everything  possible  be  done 
by  our  pastors  and  other  leaders  to  get  members  to  subscribe  to 
and  read  the  Missionary  Record. 

We  recommend  further,  that  every  pastor  help  to  keep  the  spirit 
of  missions  alive  on  his  charge  by  preaching  on  this  vital  subject 
often,  and  by  encouraging  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  with 
his  presence  at  their  monthly  meetings  and  District  Rallies. 

We  also  recomend  that  pastors  and  Sunday  school  superinten- 
dents arrange  to  have  the  cause  of  missions  presented  to  the  entire 
school  at  least  quarterly  by  some  teacher  in  the  school  or  some  mem- 
ber of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

We  urge  our  people  everywhere  to  pray  often  and  earnestly  for 
our  Board  of  Missions  and  for  our  workers  on  the  fields  and  to  back 
up  these  prayers  with  liberal  gifts  of  money  that  the  work  may  go 
forward  as  rapidly  as  possible.

Of  the  liabilities  listed  it  should  be  noted  that  §6,450  consists  of 
Annuity  Bonds,  which  are  offset  by  investments  of  the  same  amount, 
and  are  not  to  be  included  in  the  debts  of  the  Board;  likewise,  $4,000 
has  been  assumed  by  one  of  our  members,  who  will  provide  for  its 
payment.  Deducting  this  amount  we  have  $286,314.55  as  the  total 
obligations  of  the  Board. 

The  foregoing  statement  does  not  include  the  indebtedness  of 
High  Point  College  which  at  the  time  of  the  audit  on  August  8 
amounted  to  S48,888.85,  according  to  the  figures  submitted,  and 
making  the  combined  indebtedness  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  of 
the  college  $335,203.40.  The  situation  by  reason  of  this  indebtedness 
is  very  serious,  and  deserves  the  best  thought  of  this  Conference. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  fact  that  due  to  the  sale  of  the 
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publishing  house  and  the  cutting  off  of  income  from  that  source  the 
treasurer  has  been  unable  to  pay  the  appropriation  to  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Herald  in  full,  there  being  $600  still  due;  also  that  the 
Board  is  unable  at  this  time  to  see  its  way  clear  to  make  an  appro- 
priation for  the  ensuing  year.  The  Board,  however,  recognized  its 
obligation  to  the  Herald,  which  it  regards  as  indispensable  to  the  life 
and  progress  of  the  church,  and  hopes  that  this  Conference  will  be 
able  to  devise  some  means  by  which  its  obligation  may  be  met  and 
its  continuance  assured. 

We  report  the  resignation  of  R.  F.  Williams  as  a  member  of  the 
Board.     This  leaves  the  Board  consisting  of  14  members.

REPORT  OF  JOINT  COMMISSION 

(REPORT  N) 

The  Joint  Commission  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South, 
and  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  of  North  Carolina,  submits  the 
following  report: 

1.  We  are  glad  to  note  that  the  sending  of  Fraternal  Messen- 
gers from  the  conference  of  one  denomination  to  those  of  the  other 
has  brought  about  a  better  understanding  between  the  denominations, 
and  has  also  aided  in  creating  a  closer  Christian  Fellowship.  So  far, 
so  good.  But  your  committee  feels  that  the  time  has  come  when  these 
two  denominations  operating  in  the  same  territory,  fighting  a  common 
foe,  and  striving  in  the  same  way  to  build  up  the  Kingdom  of  Jesus 
Christ  in  North  Carolina,  should  begin  a  closer  and  a  more  active 
cooperation  in  a  few  communities  in  this  state.  This,  we  believe,  can 
be  done  to  the  glory  of  God  and  to  the  advancement  of  His  Kingdom. 

After  careful  consideration  at  two  meetings  of  this  Joint  Com- 
mission, it  was  agreed  to  recommend  to  our  respective  conferences  the 
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elimination  of  one  Methodist  group  in  communities  where  each  of 
the  churches  represented  on  this  commission  has  a  small  following, 
and  where  neither  can  have  satisfactory  growth.  If  this  plan  should 
not  be  acceptable,  then  we  recommend  a  cooperative  effort  in  keeping 
with  the  plan  proposed  a  year  ago. 

The  plan  of  this  elimination  is  for  one  group  to  join  the  other, 
and  the  church  thus  demembered  to  be  closed  and  the  property  dis- 
posed of  in  harmony  with  the  law  of  the  church  involved. 

We,  furthermore,  recommend  that  this  plan  be  tried  out  in  two 
communities  where  similar  conditions  maintain,  and  that  this  com- 
mission, together  with  the  Presiding  Elder  involved  and  the  President 
of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Conference,  be  authorized  to  choose  these 
communities,  and  to  put  the  plan  into  operation. 

We,  also,  recommend  that  with  the  approval  of  this  plan  by  the 
Conferences,  the  Commission  proceed  in  the  communities  selected  to 
make  effective  the  plan  proposed. 

The  Commission  understands,  of  course,  that  full  cooperation  is 
hardly  to  be  expected  in  the  local  churches  where  the  plan  may  be 
tried.  There  will  be  those  with  strong  local  and  denominational  at- 
tachments, who  perhaps,  will  not  be  able  to  adjust  themselves  to  this 
new  order.  The  Commission  understands,  too,  that  Church  member- 
ship is  not  a  matter  in  which  coercion  can  or  should  be  used.  Each 
individual  has  a  right  to  settle  this  for  himself.  If  some  prefer  to 
go  into  other  Methodist  Churches  in  other  communities,  they  would 
have  that  privilege.  Others,  perhaps,  would  elect  to  join  the  churches 
of  other  denominations;  they  would  be  perfectly  free  to  follow  that 
course.  However,  it  is  our  hope  that  the  majority  of  our  members 
would  join  the  merger.  Though,  in  any  event,  it  is  our  opinion  that 
we  would  be  better  off  in  the  end  with  only  one  Methodist  church  in 
these  communities  than  we  are  or  can  be  under  the  present  conditions. 

The  Commission  proposed  a  fair,  and  equitable,  and  Christian 
adjustment  between  the  two  denominations  in  working  out  this  scheme. 
If  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  yields  the  territory  in  one 
community  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  will  give  way  in  another 
community  of  equal  strength  and  opportunity.  There  will  be  no 
scheming  for  advantage.  The  aim  will  be  to  promote  the  interest  of 
each  church;  and  above  all,  the  progress  of  the  Kingdom. 

In  this  spirit,  and  as  the  result  of  our  deliberations  and  best 
judgment,  and  in  obedience  to  what  we  understand  to  be  the  purpose 
of  this  Commission,  we  submit  this  proposal  to  our  respective  con- 
ferences for  their  deliberation,  and  we  do  it  with  the  earnest  prayer 
that  their  conclusions  may  be  in  harmony  with  the  spirit  and  purpose 
and  glory  of  Him  who  is  the  great  Head  of  the  Church. 
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2.  We  commend  most  heartily  the  effort  to  wisely  consolidate 
rural  churches  where  it  can  be  done  to  the  advantage  of  Kingdom 
interests. 

3.  Following  the  agreement  of  a  year  ago,  that  the  term  of 
office  of  two  members  of  the  Joint  Commission,  representing  each 
of  the  two  denominations  should  expire  each  year  were  nominated 
by  the  group  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South  for  the  elec- 
tion by  their  conferences,  respectively,  the  North  Carolina  Confer- 
ence and  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference.  The  matter  of 
electing  two  members  by  the  Methodist  Protestant  Conference  was 
referred  to  the  Nominating  Committee  of  that  conference.

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE   ON    SUPERANNUATES 

(REPORT  O) 

We  your  Committee  on  Superannuates  beg  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing report: 

1.  When  we  attempt  to  express  our  appreciation  to  that  group 
of  our  Conference  known  as  Superannuates  we  fail  to  find  words  to 
convey  all  or  a  very  great  part  of  what  we  are  sure  every  member 
of  this  Conference  feels.  These  brethren  and  their  good  help  mates 
have  labored  long  and  well  in  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  and 
since  they  have  reached  that  place  where  they  are  unable  to  carry 
on  as  active  Pastors  we  want  them  to  know  that  they  are  still  ap- 
preciated and  held  in  the  highest  esteem  and  love  by  this  body. 

2.  That  it  is  the  desire  of  this  body  that  plans  be  made  to 
secure  additional  funds  for  the  benefit  of  the  Superannuates  as 
rapidly  as  sources  of  revenue  can  be  found. 

3.  That  $4,000  be  placed  in  the  Annual  Conference  Budget  for 
Superannuates  and  desperate  effort  be  put  forth  to  raise  the  full 
amount. 

4.  That  there  be  apportioned  to  each  charge  a  Special  for 
Superannuates  equal  to  one  per  cent  of  the  total  of  Pastors  Salary, 
Annual  Conference  Budget  and  General  Conference  Budget.  One- 
half  of  revenue  derived  from  this  source  to  be  distributed  by  recom- 
mendation of  the  Superannuated  Fund  Society  at  the  close  of  the 
Conference  year,  and  one-half  be  added  to  the  Permanent  Fund  for 
Superannuates. 

5.  That  we  endorse  the  recommendation  made  to  the  Annual 
Conference  one  year  ago,  whereby  the  Ministers  were  urged  to  con- 
tribute to  the  Permanent  Fund  on  the  basis  of  Salaries  received  as 
follows: 
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Below  $600,  Two  dollars  per  year. 
$601,  to  $1,000,  Three  dollars  per  year. 
$1,001  to  $1500,  Four  dollars  per  year. 
$1501  to  $2,000  Five  dollars  per  year. 
$2,001  to  $3,000,  Six  dollars  per  year. 
$3,001  to  $3,500,  Eight  dollars  per  year. 
Above  $3,500,  Ten  dollars  per  year.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE   ON  RURAL  CHURCH 

(REPORT  P) 

We  are  living  in  an  age  of  invention  and  progress.  Many  of  our 
rural  people  are  enjoying  modern  homes  and  farm  improvements. 
A  number  of  their  schools  have  been  consolidated  and  well  equipped. 
In  all  these  modern  improvements  we  rejoice  with  them.  But 
is  the  church  keeping  pace  with  this  progress?  In  many  rural  dis- 
tricts their  churches  and  methods  are  those  of  fifty  years  ago. 

Goals   to   Attain 

1.  Better  church  buildings  and  equipment;  2.  Better  trained 
leaders  in  the  local  church  and  ministry;  3.  The  spirit  of  evangelism. 

In  the  first  place  we  believe  that  proper  location  and  consoli- 
dation of  our  rural  churches  will  help  attain  these  goals.  It  will  aid 
them  in  building  modern  churches  with  an  educational  department 
and  equipping  it  for  service.  It  will  also  develop  a  community  spirit 
that  will  aid  in  training  and  securing  better  leaders.  We  also  be- 
lieve that  this  unifying  of  our  people  will  aid  in  the  evangelistic 
spirit  so  much  needed.  But'  patience  and  care  should  be  exercised 
in  leading  our  people  to  make  these  consolidations  where  they  are 
needed. 
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Another  great  need  of  our  rural  people  is  information.  Our 
church  papers  should  go  into  every  home  for  the  information  and 
inspiration  they  give.  We  also  recommend  the  Layman  tithing 
literature  to  train  our  people  in  giving.  Again  we  suggest  that  pas- 
tors or  some  intelligent  layman  take  a  few  minutes  at  most  every 
service  to  give  information  on  some  phase  of  our  general  church 
work. 

We  should  also  encourage  our  rural  young  people  to  attend 
the  High  Point  Young  People's  Leadership  Training  School,  and 
similar  schools  in  the  conference  district. 

We  endorse  Rally  Day  and  suggest  Charge  Rallies.

REPORT  OF  PRESIDENT  OF  HIGH  POINT  COLLEGE 

(REPORT  R) 
Dear  Brethren: 

Five  years  ago  last  September  High  Point  College  opened  its 
doors  to  its  first  student  body,  enrolling  one  hundred  and  twenty 
students. 

Ninety-nine  students  have  been  graduated  from  here  since  that 
time.  The  present  senior  class  is  composed  of  fifty-four  young  men 
and  young  women;  this  being  eight  more  than  the  largest  class  we 
have  yet  graduated. 

Of  these  graduating  last  year,  nineteen  are  teaching  in  the 
public  schools  of  North  Carolina,  one  is  teaching  in  college,  three 
are  doing  graduate  work  toward  their  masters  degree  in  univers- 
ities, and  two  are  in  medical  schools  preparing  for  the  practice  of 
medicine. 

The  present  student  body  is  a  fine  group  of  young  people,  and 
we  believe  they  will  give  a  good  account  of  themselves  when  they 
are  ready  for  their  life's  work.  While  both  last  year  and  the  pres- 
ent year  have  been  hard  years  financially,  attendance  was  held 
up  wonderfully  well;  there  has  been  a  slight  increase  for  the  fall 
semester  this  year  over  last. 

In  many  distinct  ways  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  is  re- 
ceiving large  benefits  from  High  Point  College.  There  are  one  hun- 
dred and  seventeen  Metholist  Protestant  girls  and  boys  enrolled 
here  this  year.  These  young  people  are  coming  from  those  com- 
munities where  the  church  needs  leadership  most,  and  the  majority 
of  them  will  go  back  to  their  home  communities  to  serve.  It  will 
be  by  this  influx  of  trained^  young  life  that  the  church  in  these  com- 
munities  will  receive   an    impetus  that  will    send   it  out   of  the   old 
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ruts.  Already,  the  church  is  recognizing  the  benefits  of  the  train- 
ing some  of  these  young  people  have  received  for  religious  service. 
And  we  feel  confident  that  if  this  stream  of  youth  continues  to  and 
from  High  Point  College  back  into  the  church  from  whence  it  came 
with  the  training  for  definite  religious  work  which  many  of  them 
receive,  that  the  next  decade  will  reveal  a  new  church  in  North 
Carolina  by  the  name  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

Unfortunately,  or  fortunately,  whichever  it  may  be,  a  college 
education  has  to  be  paid  for  and  as  it  happens  the  students  do  not 
pay  for  all  they  get  at  the  colleges  in  North  Carolina.  No  college 
pays  running  expenses  out  of  the  income  from  the  students,  of 
course  we  cannot.  Could  we  charge  just  one  hundred  dollars  more  of 
each  student  who  is  now  at  High  Point  College,  we  could  pay  the 
deficite  in  operating  the  college  with  all  ease.  In  other  words,  our 
present  charge  for  board,  room,  tuition  and  matriculation  is  exact- 
ly four  hundred  dollars  for  the  year.  The  day  student  pays  one 
hundred  and  forty  dollars  for  tuition  and  matriculation.  While  it 
looks  like  it  might  be  an  easy  matter  to  increase  the  above  amounts 
one  hundred  dollars  and  collect  them,  it  will  be  almost  impossible 
to  do  it  so  long  as  other  colleges  in  the  state  did  not  charge  the 
same  amount,  and  furthermore,  it  would  work  a  hardship  on  many 
young  people  who  are  trying  to  get  a  college  education. 

It  might  interest  you,  however,  to  know  that  High  Point  College 
has  been  able  to  operate  since  it  was  opened  at  lower  overhead 
cost  than  any  other  college  we  have  gotten  the  exact  figures  from. 
And  yet,  we  have  run  with  a  deficit  ranging  from  eight  thousand  to 
nineteen  thousand  dollars  a  year.  While  the  other  four  year  col- 
leges in  the  state  have  had  an  endowment  fund  out  of  which  the 
operating  deficit  could  be  paid  High  Point  College  has  had  to  de- 
pend entirely  upon  the  gifts  of  the  people  and  the  collections  from 
the  church.  We  are  sorry  to  state  that  these  have  not  been  ade- 
quate. 

The  time  has  come  when  the  church  and  the  friends  of  the  col- 
lege must  get  underneath  the  financial  burden  of  the  institution 
and  carry  it  on  to  success  or  the  institution  must  suffer  by  such  a 
failure.  Last  year  an  assessment  of  ten  thousand  dollars  was  laid 
on  the  North  Carolina  district  for  the  college,  and  while  complete 
figures  have  not  come  to  me  as  yet,  what  has  been  reported  indi- 
cates that  only  about  fifty  per  cent  of  the  total  assessment  was 
raised.  While  this  percentage  may  compare  favorable  with  the  con- 
tributions for  other  causes,  the  college  cannot  live  upon  that  con- 
tribution. We  urge  that  definite  action  be  taken  by  this  conference 
to  put  the  operations  of  High  Point  College  upon  a  sound  basis  by, 
in  some  manner,  guaranteeing  the  deficit  of  such  operation.

REPORT  TO  THE    SUPERINTENDENT    OF    THE    CHILDREN'S 

HOME  TO  THE  NORTH   CAROLINA  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE 

OF    THE    METHODIST    PROTESTANT    CHURCH 

(REPORT  T) 

Nov.  1st,  1928,  to  Nov.  1st,  1929. 

My  dear  Brethren  and  Friends: 

Under  the  smiling  providence  of  our  Heavenly  Father  the  Chil- 
dren's Home  has  passed  through  another  year  without  loss  of  life  or 
limb.  An  epidemic  of  influenza,  during  which  forty-eight  or  fifty 
of  our  children  were  sick,  is  the  most  serious  siege  through  which 
we  passed.  Dr.  S.  S.  Coe  was  prompt  and  faithful  in  service,  and 
soon  had  them  up  and  going  again.     Three  broken  arms  were  set, 
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two  operations  for  appendicitis  were  performed,  and  a  serious  case 
of  illness  cared  for  by  Dr.  Coe  and  his  associates  at  the  Guilford 
General  Hospital  without  cost  to  the  Home,  except  for  room  and 
necessary  hospital  expences. 

Tonsils  and  adenoids  were  removed  from  the  throats  and  noses  of 
sixteen  children  during  the  month  of  July.  This  was  done  by  Dr. 
Coe  and  Dr.  J.  W.  Austin  free  of  charge.  Dr.  W.  F  Clayton  and 
his  associate,  Dr  J.  J.  Hamlin,  have  cared  for  the  teeth  of  our  chil- 
dren, and  Dr.  Austin  and  Dr.  0.  B.  Banner  have  examined  and 
treated  eyes  of  several.     These  all  have  our  deep  appreciation. 

Our  School 

Miss  Eloise  Beam  graduated  from  the  Jamestown  High  School 
in  May  and  entered  High  Point  College  in  September.  Edward 
Kennedy,  being  eighteen  years  old,  we  sought  and  found  him  a  good 
home  with  Mr.  John  Patterson  in  Alamance  County.  George  Crick- 
more  was  also  eighteen,  but  because  of  the  peculiar  circumstances  we 
permitted  him  to  remain  in  the  Home  that  he  might  finish  his  High 
School  work  this  year. 

During  last  school  year  we  had  two  teachers,  for  the  seven  grades 
taught  in  the  home,  at  a  combined  salary  of  S1440  for  a  nine  months 
school.  They  did  their  best,  but  for  lack  of  proper  equipment  and 
because  one  teacher  must  teach  four  grades  and  the  other  three  the 
school  was  so  inefficient  that  we  sought  and  found  a  way  to  put  all 
our  children  of  school  age  in  the  Jamestown  School.  This  was  done 
through  the  Guilford  County  Board  of  Education  and  the  State 
Equalization  Board,  as  they  readily  agreed  to  assist  with  the  edu- 
cation of  our  children  as  per  the  State  law  pertaining  to  children 
in  such  homes.  The  county  furnished  a  school  bus  for  one  load 
each  way.  We  make  two  trips  per  day  with  our  own  bus  and  one 
with  a  car.  So  we  hope  to  save  a  bit  financially  and  yet  get  better 
schooling  for  our  children  by  the  change. 

The    Farm 

Mr.  J.  A.  Dixon,  the  farm  manager,  and  our  larger  boys  have 
been  faithful  and  dilligent  in  farm  labor,  and  have  gathered  in  a 
rather  remarkable  amount  of  produce  considering  the  rainy  season. 
This  is  our  showing  for  the  year:-

We  also  have  on  the  farm  at  this  time  six  stock  hogs,  thirteen 
hogs  to  kill,  and  our  herd  of  cattle  consists  of  seventeen  milk  cows 
and  eight  calves. 

We  have  purchased  this  year  a  Fifteen  Caterpillar  Tractor 
and  a  three  disk  plow  for  the  farm.  We  made  and  saved  lots  of 
corn  and  hay  that  we  could  not  have  made  without  the  tractor. 
The  Deep  River  Road 
Since  this  road  has  been  taken  over  by  the  State  Highway  Com- 
mission we  have  very  high  hopes  of  being  able  to  get  this  road  re- 
moved from  between  our  dormitories  and  placed  east  of  the  Boys' 
dormitory. 

Automobiles 

Our  automobiles  and  the  school  bus  are  all  old,  so  with  all  the 
care  and  caution  we  can  exercise  the  bill  for  repairs  and  for  run- 
ning expenses  are  rather  high.  We  see  nothing  better  for  us  with 
the  cars  we  have.  We  very  greatly  need  a  new  school  bus,  and  a 
new  chassis  under  the  bus  body  we  now  have. 

Bequests 

We  received  $500  in  cash  during  the  year  from  the  Estate  of 
the  late  J.  S.  Lewis,  of  Asheboro.  Miss  Maggie  Willis,  of  Asheville, 
willed  the  Home  $50,  and  Mr.  B.  N.  Duke,  of  New  York,  willed 
us  $5000.  Neither  of  these  bequests  have  been  paid.  Also  Mr.  Enoch 
Ludford,  of  Plymouth,  N.  C,  left  us  a  part  of  his  estate  in  honor 
of  his  wife.  We  cannot  tell  the  amount  of  that.  Friends  of  the 
Home  will  do  well  to  remember  it  in  their  wills.  Their  money  will 
then  go  on  through  the  years  caring  for  orphan  children. 

Other   Gifts 

Many  gifts  of  varying  kinds  come  to  the  Home.  Some  of  the 
largest  of  these  during  the  year  have  been, — Mr.   C.   C.  Bennett,  of 
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Candor,  N.  C,  over  50  bushels  of  peaches;  Mr.  W.  F.  Grabs,  King, 
N.  C,  over  50  bushels  of  apples  besides  pears  and  grapes;  Mrs.  W. 
L.  Kivett,  High  Point,  over  30  bushels  of  apples.  One  continuous 
gift  comes  from  Mr.  Fred  McPherson,  of  High  Point.  He  is  doing 
our  heavy  laundry  for  us  each  week. 

Many  encouraging  letters  have  come  to  us  bearing  gifts  rang- 
ing from  $10  to  $500.  Two  business  men  recently  sent  us  their 
check  for  $100  with  request  that  their  names  be  withheld,  and  Dr. 
and  Mrs.  J.  C.  Broomfield  recently  sent  us  a  check  for  $500  as  a 
Thank-offering.  That  offering  heads  our  list  for  Thanksgiving  of- 
fering to  the  Home  for  1929. 

The  Work  and  the  Workers 

We  are  doing  our  very  best  to  run  the  Home  wisely  and 
economically,  and  if  we  are  to  be  in  charge  for  another  year,  or 
for  a  term  of  years,  we  cannot  do  any  better  than  we  have  done, 
except  in  so  far  as  our  experience  will  help  us  in  future  transactions. 
We  buy  at  factory  and  wholesale  prices  whenever  possible.  One 
year  ago  the  Home  was  paying  nine  workers,  counting  the  two 
school  teachers.  Today  we  have  only  four  paid  workers,  but  we 
must  add  two  workers  to  our  force  as  soon  as  practical.  Mother 
Dixon  has  organized  the  girls  into  working  groups  until,  under  her 
direction,  the  girls  are  doing  the  work  as  well,  if  not  better  than  it 
was  being  done.  And  besides,  doing  the  farm  work,  three  of  the 
larger  boys  help  with  the  cooking  at  the  boy's  building. 

Our    Immediate    Needs 

1.  To  pay  off  all  bills  soon,  so  we  may  go  on  a  cash  basis. 
This  would  mean  a  great  saving  to  the  Home. 

2.  A  good  team  of  mules  to  take  the  place  of  the  ones  we  have. 

3.  A  deal  of  fencing  must  be  done. 

4.  Many  repairs  to  building  and  equipment. 

5.  A  cottage  for  the  Superintendent  and  his  family. 

6.  A  baby  cottage. 

Our    Request 

Our  one  request  of  this  conference  is  that  you  give  us  a  clear 
right  of  way  at  Thanksgiving  this  year,  and  that  all  pastors  and 
workers  join  us  in  our  efforts  to  lay  the  matter  of  "One  Day's 
Income"  for  the  Home  upon  the  hearts  of  our  people,  at  or  near 
Thanksgiving.  If  this  is  done,  and  if  many  of  our  people  thus  re- 
spond personally,  and  if  our  Sunday  schools  and  churches  respond 
as  they  did  last  Thanksgiving,  then  we  will  be  in  a  position  soon 
to  pay  as  we  go,  and  thus  save  many  dollars  during  the  coming 
year.

COMMITTEE  ON  YOUNG  PEOPLE'S  WORK 

(REPORT  X) 

One  of  the  oustanding  needs  of  our  Conference,  as  well  as  the 
entire  church,  is  a  better  trained  leadership.  This  leadership  must 
come  largely  from  our  young  people.  The  young  people  will  not 
assume  this  leadership  unless  they  catch  the  vision  of  a  larger  King- 
dom service.  Information  relative  to  the  character  and  importance 
of  this  task  will  be  the  only  means  of  lifting  the  horizon  and  help 
our  youth  to  see  beyond  the  present  as  they  plan  their  lives  for 
future  service.  The  church  in  general  is  becoming  aware  of  the 
fundamental  nature  of  this  work  among  our  young  people  in  the 
life  and  growth  of  our  great  Church. 

Your  committee  would  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Confer- 
ence in  a  commendatory  way  to  the  splendid  achievement,  this  year, 
of  the  general  Board  of  the  Christian  Education,  inspired  and  di- 
rected by  Lawrence  Little  and  ably  assisted  by  Rev.  F.  L.  Gibbs. 
During  the  past  year  twenty-one  Leadership  Training  Schools  have 
been  held  within  the  bounds  of  our  church.  In  these  schools  more 
than  five  hundred  young  people  were  led  to  give  themselves  in  a 
definite  way  to  the  cause  of  Christ  in  the  world.  In  our  own  Con- 
ference the  general  board  in  conjunction  with  Dr.  F.  W.  Paschall, 
the  president  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Young  People's  Work, 
have  held  a  number  of  Leadership  Training  Schools,  principally  for 
the  training  of  local  leaders,  with  very  satisfactory  results. 

Our  own  Conference  Board  of  Young  People's  Work,  under  the 
leadership  of  Dr.  F.  W.  Paschall  has  made  this  year  a  great  contri- 
bution to  the  sum  total  achievements  made  in  the  interest  of  a 
better  trained  leadership.  The  Leadership  Training  School  held  in 
High  Point  this  year  far  exceeded  any  other  ever  held.  During  the 
summer  months  Miss  Bettie  S.  Brittingham,  of  Salisburg,  Md., 
was  employed  by  the  Conference  Board  to   conduct  Daily  Vacation 
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Bible   Schools.  Four   of   these   schools  were   held  with   very   pleas- 
ing results. 

In  conformity  with  the  action  of  the  last  Annual  Conference 
your  committee  urges  those  districts  which  have  not  already 
done  so,  to  organize  and  seek  in  this  way  to  bring  together  wher- 
ever possible  groups  of  our  leaders  and  young  people  in  places, 
centrally  located,  and  hold  Leadership  Training  Schools,  Stan- 
dard if  possible,  under  the  direction  of  the  Conference  Board  of 
Young  People's  Work. 

We  believe  that  there  is  definite  need  in  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference for  the  service  of  a  full-time  worker  in  the  field  of  re- 
ligious education.  The  financial  situation  in  the  Conference  does 
not  seem  to  warrant  the  employment  of  such  a  worker  at  the 
present  time.  Our  Committee  feels  however,  that  some  beginning 
should  be  made  at  the  present  time  and  in  spite  of  our  financial 
strain,  that  will  make  some  field  supervision  possible.  It  has  been 
reported  to  our  committee  that  the  denominational  Board  of 
Christian  Education  is  ready  to  cooperate  with  Annual  Confer- 
ences in  the  development  of  their  progress  to  the  extent  of  as- 
sisting in  the  employment  of  directors  who  will  give  their  time 
jointly  to  work  in  Annual  Conferences  and  to  the  general  pro 
gram  of  the  denomination.  We  understood  that  the  Maryland 
Conference  has  recently  employed  a  director  who  will  give  part 
of  his  time  through  the  year  to  the  Maryland  Conference  pro- 
gram and  the  balance  to  the  work  of  the  Denominational  Board. 
After  conference  with  Rev.  Lawrence  Little,  we  believe  that  a 
similar  arrangement  can  be  made  for  our  Conference.  He  has 
suggested  for  the  present  year  it  might  be  possible  for  Rev.  F. 
L.  Gibbs,  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Religious 
Education,  to  give  part  of  his  time  to  the  work  in  our  Confer- 
ence and  that  the  office  details  might  be  cared  for  in  the  office 
of  the  denominational  Board.  Upon  such  an  arrangement,  our 
conference  would  be  responsible  only  for  part  of  the  salary  of 
Mr.  Gibbs  for  the  time  he  actually  spent  in  our  conference  work. 
We  recommend  therefore  that  the  Conference  Board  of  Young 
People's  Work  be  authorized  to  make  such  arrangement  with  the 
Board  of  Christian  Education,  if  possible,  and  that  the  sum  of 
$500,  as  suggested  in  the  report  of  the  President,  be  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Board  of  Young  People's  Work  for  salary  and 
expenses  in  the   event  the  arrangement   can   be   made. 

Your  committee  recommends  for  consideration  and  adoption 
the  Constitution  of  the  Annual  Conference  Councils  of  Religious 
Education,  found  on   page   107  of  the   1928  Discipline. 

In  harmony  with  the  new  labeling  of  the  work  of  young  people, 
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namely  the  department  of  Religious  Education,  your  committee 
recommends  that  hereafter  this  committee  be  designated  as  the 
Committee    on    Religious    Education.

Stewardship  as  here  used  to  be  synonymous  with  the  word  Tithing." 

That  the  President's  recommendation  No.  15  pertaining  to  a 
Pastors'-Training  School,  to  be  held  in  connection  with  the  Pastors' 
Summer  Conference,  be  referred  to  the  officers  of  the  said  Summer 
Conference. 

And  we  respectfully  suggest  that  to  the  President's  recommen- 
dation No.  16  there  be  added  the  words,  "And  that  each  pastor's 
annual  report  to  the  Conference  shall  give  the  number  of  non-  con- 
tributing members  on  his  charge."

Church  Papers,"  "Our  Sunday  School  Literature,"  "The  Work  of 
Our  Women,"  "Our  Young  People,"  "Our  Institutional  Work," 
"Our  Parsonage,"  "Our  Finances,"  and  "Our  Superannuates."

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  LITERATURE  AND  EDUCATION 

(REPORT  BB) 

It  is  an  accepted  fact  that  good  literature  and  a  wise  type  of 
education  are  of  great  importance.  Probably  no  one  would  dispute 
such  a  statement,  but  yet  the  attention  given  these  subjects  is  all 
too  scant.  In  order  that  they  may  have  more  consideration  we  re- 
commend to  our  pastors  that  they  stress  these  subjects  both  in  public 
utterance  and  in  private  conversation. 

Particular  emphasis  should  be  laid  on  our  own  publications  and 
institutions.  We  are  glad  to  have  witnessed  the  union  of  The  Metho- 
dist Protestant  and  The  Methodist  Recorder  into  one  general  organ, 
The  Methodist  Protestant-Recorder.  This  paper  is  well  edited  and 
we  have  here  an  organ  giving  information  with  regard  to  all  our 
conferences.     The  special  departments  are  excellent. 

The  Board  of  Christian  Education  has  made  certain  suggestions 
in  which  we  concur.  These  include  setting  apart  ,the  Second  Sun- 
day in  June  as  "Men — For — The — Ministry"  Sunday;  and  another 
Sunday,  namely,  January  19,  as  a  day  of  prayer  for  our  colleges  and 
seminary.  These  institutions  are  now  doing  good  work  but  are  in 
need  of  support  and  united  prayer  should  be  made  for  them. 

We  concur  with  the  special  committee  on  Methodist  Protestant 
Herald  in  the  hope  that  suitable  provision  can  be  made  to  finance 
and  strengthen  it. 

The  Westminster  Theological  Seminary  merits  our  hearty  sup- 
port. The  Seminary  is  now  doing  better  work  than  ever  before  and 
it  is  expected  that  as  soon  as  the  endowment  is  furnished  additional 
teachers  will  be  elected  and  more  equipment  provided.  Our  pastors 
should  urge  young  men  who  expect  to  enter  the  ministry  to  attend 
college  and  then  go  to  our  own  Seminary. 

High  Point  College  is  the  college  of  our  own  denomination 
located  within  our  own  bounds.     It  ought  to  receive  the  whole  hearted 
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support  of  every  Methodist  Protestant  in  North  Carolina  and  to 
render  the  most  complete  service  to  the  North  Carolina  conference. 
We  do  not  want  to  see  it  or  any  other  college  become  narrowly 
sectarian  but  do  believe  that  it  is  the  business  of  a  denominational 
institution  to  be  denominational.  To  that  end  we  feel  that  every 
effort  should  be  made  for  a  complete  correlation  between  the  church 
and  the  college.  In  this  connection  we  suggest  an  intensive  effort 
to  fill  our  institutions  with  Methodist  Protestant  students.  If  con- 
cessions are  to  be  made  they  should  be  made  to  that  group  from 
which  support  is  to  be  expected;  and  if  support  is  to  be  forthcoming 
it  must  come  from  those  who  feel  a  responsibility  and  an  interest. 
High  Point  College  was  not  founded  because  of  a  scarcity  of  in- 
stitutions of  higher  learning  in  the  United  States  or  as  a  missionary 
venture.  It  was  founded  because  the  leader  of  this  conference  pro- 
fessed to  think  a  college  was  essential  to  our  denominational  success. 
If  this  feeling  was  well  founded  and  if  it  still  exists  it  is  time  to 
develope  a  clear  idea  as  to  our  denominational  rights  and  duties  and 
to  emphasize  a  denominational  consciousness  in  connection  with  this 
institution.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CHURCH  MUSIC 

(REPORT  CC) 

It  is  an  undeniable  fact  that  music,  both  instrumental  and  vocal, 
forms  a  vital  part  of  a  worship  program.  A  worship  program  which 
succeeds  in  lifting  the  spirits  of  the  worshippers  from  the  mundane 
things  of  our  earthly  existence  to  the  sublimity  of  a  heavenly  at- 
mosphere must  have  ample  place  for  music.  This  applies  to  the 
Sabbath  School  and  Christian  Endeavor  meetings  as  well  as  church 
services. 

Not  only  is  music  in  its  various  forms  essential,  but  it  is  neces- 
sary to  use  the  right  kind  of  music.  Jazz  music  at  the  beginning  of 
the  service  will  not  be  conducive  to  quieting  the  spirits  of  the  wor- 
shippers, whether  they  be  children  or  adults.  Songs,  the  words  of 
which  form  exaggerated  imagery  and  the  music  intoxicating  syn- 
copation, have  no  place  in  the  service  for  the  worship  of  God. 

Therefore,  it  is  essential  that: — 

1.  A  reliable  hymn  book  be  used  in  all  of  our  church  services. 
We  recommend  primarily  our  own  Methodist  Protestant  Hymnal. 

2.  If  a  reputable  hymn  or  song  book  is  desired  other  than  our 
church  hymnal,  advice  should  be  sought  from  our  book  agent,  Mr. 
Chas.  Reiner,  Jr.,  or  members  of  the  Conference  Music  Committee. 
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3.  Insofar  as  is  possible,  the  members  of  our  churches  be  given 
some  training  in  worship  and  singing,  under  the  direction  of  a  com- 
petent musician  without  the  church,  if  one  is  not  available  among 
the  membership. 

4.  Pastors  and  other  leaders  use  greater  care  in  the  selection 
of  hymns  for  the  services  they  conduct,  using  those  most  suitable 
to  the  topic  or  subject. 

5.  Special  attention  be  given  the  subject  of  music  at  our  Pas- 
tors' Summer  Conference  and  Leadership  Training  School,  either  by 
an  authoritative  address  or  as  a  part  of  the  curriculum. 

These  we  respectfully  recommend.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  NORTH 

CAROLINA  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  OF  THE  METHODIST 

PROTESTANT  CHURCH,  INCORPORATED 

(REPORT  DD) 

During  the  past  year  it  has  been  necessary  to  secure  a  renewal 
of  our  charter,  the  former  charter  which  was  granted  by  special  act 
of  the  Legislature  having  expired  by  limitation. 

It  was  also  necessary  for  the  old  corporation  to  deed  the  property 
held  by  the  Conference  Trustees  to  the  new  corporation. 

We  wish  to  acknowledge  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  R.  M.  Robinson, 
attorney,  who  attended  to  all  the  legal  work  without  charge. 

The  Conference  Trustees  hold  the  title  to  three  pieces  of  pro- 
perty : 

First — a  cottage  and  lot  in  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C,  acquired  with  the 
Rocky  Mount  church  property. 

Second — A  house  and  lot  in  Greensboro,  bequeathed  to  the  Con- 
ference by  the  late  Milton  Coble  about  thirty  years  ago,  for  the 
benefit  of  superannuates. 

Third — a  cottage  and  lot  in  Greensboro,  bequeathed  to  the  Board 
by  the  late  Mrs.  T.  M.  Johnson,  for  the  benefit  of  superannuates. 

The  Rocky  Mount  property  was  improved  during  1927,  and  now 
brings  a  rental  of  S20  a  month,  less  5%  for  collection. 

The  Coble  house  had  become  very  much  in  need  of  repairs,  and 
on  this  account  was  paying  but  a  small  rental.  Our  tenant  moved 
out,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  make  extensive  repairs  and  im- 
provements, and  to  erect  a  garage,  in  order  that  the  property  might 
be  rented.     A  fire  occurred,  complicating  the  situation,  but  the  in- 
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surance  was  adjusted  promptly.  We  found  difficulty  in  renting  the 
house  after  repairs  were  completed,  but  we  now  have  a  good  tenant 
who  pays  $50  a  month.  We  borrowed  $2,000  from  the  Metropolitan 
Life  Insurance  Company  at  6%  interest,  and  beginning  December 
13%  must  be  repaid  on  the  principal  semi-annually.  We  think  the 
income  from  the  Rocky  Mount  property  will  practically  meet  both 
interest  and  payments  on  this  loan,  leaving  the  rental  from  the 
Coble  house  to  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  superannuates.  We  regret, 
however,  that  this  year  only  $70  can  be  used  for  superannuates. 

The  Johnson  cottage  is  not  in  good  shape.  During  the  year  it 
has  been  necessary  to  install  electric  lights  and  to  pay  for  street 
paving.  The  income  from  this  cottage  and  the  expense  of  repairs, 
street  paving,  etc.,  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Superannuated 
Fund  Society,  through  hereafter  it  will  be  included  in  the  report  of 
the  Conference  Trustees.  The  house  was  vacant  foY  a  short  while, 
so  that  the  income  has  been  practically  consumed.

NEW  CENTURY   SERVICE   PLANS— 1929-30 
FOR  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  APPROVAL 

Dear  Brethren: 

Last  year  I  submitted  to  you  a  general  scheme  of  New  Century 
Service  procedure  which  would  give  to  the  Denomination  a  uniform 
approach  to  our  general  benevolences.  This  procedure,  which  was 
approved  by  practically  every  Conference,  has  in  the  main  been 
carried  through.  The  year  has  been  marked  by  the  finest  coopera- 
tion in  every  direction  and  it  may  be  stated  in  all  fairness  that  we 
have  made  distinct  gains. 

Our  first  great  problem  is  to  get  "New  Century  Service"  as  an 
idea  fixed  in  the  thinking  of  the  Church.  The  phrase  itself  is  be- 
coming an  increasingly  natural  expression.  What  it  signifies,  as  in- 
volving a  particular  activity,  is  slower  of  realization,  but  we  have 
every  reason  to  suppose  we  shall  have  this  year  a  great  response — 
both  in  set-up  and  in  definite  results. 

The  main  thesis  of  New  Century  Service  is  the  creation  in  every 
church  of  a  definite  agency,  known  as  the  New  Century  Service  Com- 
mission, whose  sole  business  it  is  to  foster  New  Century  Service  in 
that  church  by  educational,  stewardship  and  financial  methods.  All 
our  plans  are  conditioned  on  the  presence  of  this  Commission.  I  feel 
I  cannot  over  emphasize  its  importance. 

Our  plans  for  the  year  therefore  are  submitted  to  you,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee,  as  follows: 

1.     To  follow  through  with  our  plans  of  last  year. 

a.  The  appointment  of  an  Annual  Conference  Commission 
with  the  same  instructions  as  of  last  year;  to  foster  and  project  the 
New  Century  Service  plan  within  its  own  boundaries. 

b.  The  setting  up  in  each  church  of  a  New  Century  Service 
Commission,  whose  sole  business  it  is  to  foster  New  Century  Service 
in  their  church. 
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c.  The  continued  Loyalty  appeals,  for  pastors  and  churches. 
We  feel  this  is  a  very  reasonable  request  and  that  it  lies  close  to  the 
heart  of  our  whole  problem. 

2.  To  approve  the  following  recommendations  arrived  at  in  a 
meeting  of  Annual  Conference  Treasurers,  May  1929. 

a.  The  use  of  uniform  report  blank  by  all  Conference 
Treasurers. 

b.  The  use  of  uniform  report  blanks  by  all  local  Church 
Treasurers  to  Annual  Conference  Treasurers. 

c.  The  use  of  financial  report  blanks  by  all  pastors  to  the 
Annual  Conference,  samples  of  which  are  here  for  distribution,  and 
the  corresponding  use  of  tables  in  the  printed  minutes.  There  is  at 
present  a  great  diversity  in  annual  conference  reports.  The  use  of 
this  blank  will  bring  the  whole  church  into  accord  in  its  printed 
records. 

d.  Churches  are  asked  to  report  to  the  Conference  Treas- 
urer, on  or  before  the  10th  of  each  month.  The  Conference  Treas- 
urer to  report  on  or  soon  after  the  15th  of  each  month. 

e.  Churches  and  pastors  to  report  in  even  dollars  only — 
no  pennies.  There  is  here  large  saving  in  clerical  labor,  likehood  of 
errors,  cost  of  printing  minutes. 

f.  All  monies  must  travel  through  the  usual  channels; 
first  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  thence  to  General  Conference 
Treasurer.  When  sent  otherwise,  it  will  be  endorsed  back  to  the 
proper  Treasurer.  Woman's  Auxiliary  monies  follow  their  own 
courses,  and  do  not  come  to  the  Annual  Conference  Treasurer.  When- 
ever missent  it  will  be  endorsed  back  to  the  Annual  Conference 
Branch  Treasurer. 

g.  Credits  on  New  Century  Service  will  not  be  allowed  for 
monies  sent  direct  to  beneficiaries.  The  only  credits  allowed  by 
Annual  Conferences  or  their  Treasurers  will  be  when  accompanied 
by  cash,  check  or  proper  vouches. 

h.  Create  an  honor  roll  of  Gold  Star  charges  and  pastors 
which  pay  their  benevolences  in  full,  reading  the  list  in  Annual  Con- 
ference session  and  printing  the  same  as  a  group  in  the  Minutes. 

3.  The    approval    of    April    as    Up-To-Date    and    Stewardship- 
Sign-Up-Month. 

4.  The  observance  of  New  Century  Service  day,  for  prayer  and 
presentation,  October  23rd  or  30th.

Be  It  Resolved,  By  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  of 
the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  assembled  in  annual  session  in 
Calvary  Church,  Greensboro,  N.  C,  November  6-11,  1929: 

1.  That  this  Conference  regards  the  placing  of  High  Point 
College  upon  a  sound  financial  basis  a  matter  of  such  moment  that 
this  Conference  guarantees,  in  the  event  that  sufficient  money  can 
be  borrowed  to  refinance  the  obligations  of  the  College  and  of  the 
Board  of  Education  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in  North 
Carolina,  that  it  will  raise,  during  the  next  five  years,  the  sum  of 
$20,000  per  year,  with  which  to  supplement  the  income  of  the  Col- 
lege, and  to  provide  for  its  running  expenses;  and  that  the  proper 
officers  of  this  Conference,  or  of  the  Conference  Trustees,  be  auth- 
orized to  execute  notes,  in  proper  form,  as  evidence  of  this  obliga- 
tion. 

2.  That  this  Conference  pledges  itself  to  put  all  of  the  money 
raising  forces  of  the  Conference,  so  far  as  it  may  be  able  to  do  so, 
behind  the  effort  to  raise  the  said  $20,000  per  year,  and  that,  so  far 
as  possible,  all  other  interests  shall  be  held  in  abeyance  until  this 
annual  income  shall  be  assured. 

3.  That  this  Conference  further  pledges  itself  to  stand  behind 
the  effort  to  increase  the  amount  of  pledges  which  have  been  made 
until  they  shall  be  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  retirement  of  all 
obligations  of  the  College  and  of  the  Board  of  Education.

MRS.  W.  T.  TOTTEN 

Mrs.  W.  T.  Totten,  formerly  Miss  Callie  White  Tarkington,  was 
born  in  Chowan  County,  near  Edenton,  N.  C,  July  8,  1872.  She 
was  the  oldest  of  six  children.  Her  early  life  was  spent  at  Cherry's 
Point  near  Edenton.  She  received  her  education  at  Edenton  Academy. 
After  her  father's  death  her  mother  moved  to  Washington  County. 
As  a  young  lady  she  was  active  in  church  work  and  under  the  pas- 
torate of  Rev.  W.  T.  Totten  she  was  converted  and  became  a  member 
of  Rehoboth  Methodist  Protestant  church.  Little  did  she  then  think 
that  after  the  passing  of  years  she  would  become  the  wife  of  this 
same  Rev.  W.  T.  Totten. 

Her  life  was  full  of  good  deeds.  She  was  always  doing  some- 
thing to  help  mother,  the  children  and  the  church.  For  a  number 
of  years  she  was  post  master  of  Skinnersville  Post  Office,  the  duties 
of  which  were  well  performed.  She  was  naturally  inclined  to  nurs- 
ing. Should  there  be  sickness  in  the  home  community  the  services 
of  "Miss  Callie"  were  always  in  demand.  In  order  to  be  of  more 
service  and  to  be  more  efficient  in  this  noble  work  she  secured  a  posi- 
tion as  night  nurse  in  the  Home  of  the  Incurable  in  Baltimore  City. 
While  in  Baltimore,  aside  from  her  other  duties,  she  found  time  to 
attend  a  business  college  and  secure  a  business  education.  But  her 
desire  to  follow  the  profession  of  nursing  was  so  great  that  she  never 
allowed  herself  to  take  a  position  in  the  business  world.  But  on  the 
contrary  she  found  herself  being  trained  for  her  chosen  profession 
in  the  Florence  Critendon  Training  School  of  Washington,  D.  D., 
where  she  completed  the  course,  graduating  with  high  honors,  mak- 
ing children's  diseases  her  specialty.  Her  first  work  as  a  graduate 
nurse  was  superintendent  of  a  children's  home  in  Alexandria,  Va. 
Her  great  patience  and  love  for  children  contributed  quite  largely 
to  the  decided  success  she  enjoyed  in  this  work.  A  special  course 
in  Bible  Study  being  offered  to  her  by  a  friend  she  at  this  time  re- 
turned to  Washington,  D.  C,  to  pursue  this  work  which  she  did  in 
a  very  acceptable  manner.  Her  Bible  reading  was  as  helpful  and  full 
of  thought  as  most  ministers. 

For  a  number  of  years  she  was  Superintendent  of  the  Florence 
Crittendon  Home  of  Roanoke,  Va.  She  served  this  great  work  with 
all  its  responsibilities  with  great  satisfaction  for  which  she  was  held 
in  the  highest  christian  esteem.  At  a  fire  in  this  institution  her 
presence  of  mind  and  heroic  efforts  saved  the  building  and  all  the 
inmates,  but  was  herself  burned  and  badly  scared.  This  most  un- 
usual experience  was  such  a  shock  that  she  came  near  suffering 
nervous  prostration.  Patience  and  care  finally  meant  the  restora- 
tio   of  health  but   she   never   felt  able  to   again   assume   the   heavy 
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responsibilities  of  public  institutional  work,  but  retired  to  her 
former  home  to  be  with  and  care  for  her  mother  who  was  in  her 
declining  years.  She  occasionally  did  private  nursing  but  apart  from 
her  home  duties  her  chief  work  was  in  Rehoboth  church  where  for 
years  she  was  a  teacher  in  the  Sunday  School  and  a  leader  in  the 
various  activities  of  the  church  work.  She  was  untiring  in  her 
efforts  and  never  allowed  herself  to  be  discouraged  when  there  was 
not  the  ready  response  in  numbers  or  other  encouragement  she  would 
have  often  been  pleased  to  have  had. 

After  the  death  of  the  mother  and  when  other  members  of  the 
family  had  gone  to  other  parts,  she  for  six  years  kept  the  old  home- 
stead and  graced  it  with  her  many  beautiful  virtues.  It  was  here 
that  the  tired  pastor  and  his  family  found  rest  and  hospitality; 
relatives  and  friends  were  graciously  entertained;  her  home  was  a 
place  for  frequent  community  prayer  services  and  her  doors  were 
always  open  to  the  young  people  where  she  beautifully  entertained 
them  in  their  social  gatherings  and  Christian  Endeavor  activities. 
Her  home  was  a  pleasant  retreat  and  she  kept  herself  busy  making 
possible  the  uplift  of  the  community. 

On  September  1,  1925  she  was  happily  married  to  Rev.  W.  T. 
Totten.  The  same  beautiful  virtues  that  had  graced  her  life  in 
other  days  and  in  other  walks  of  life  were  all  the  more  evident  as  a 
minister's  wife.  To  us  how  fitting  and  proper  it  would  have  been  for 
this  good,  loving  wife  to  have  remained  the  happy  and  helpful  com- 
panion of  this  our  good  brother  for  a  great  number  of  years.  But 
for  only  a  few  short  years  they  were  to  travel  life's  pathway  together 
for  on  April  7,  1929  the  Heavenly  Father  called  her  home  to  her 
eternal  rest. 

But    though    earth's    fairest    blossoms    die 

And  all  beneath  the  skies  is  vain, 

There  is  a  land,  whose  confines  lie 

Beyond  the  reach  of  care  and  pain. 

Her  funeral  was  conducted  by  her  pastor,  Rev.  R.  L.  Hethcox,  in 
Rehoboth  Church  where  she  had  so  faithfully  labored  as  a  church 
worker  for  a  great  part  of  her  life.  Years  before  she  had  expressed 
a  desire  to  be  buried  near  the  window  of  the  church  where  she  had 
for  so  long  taught  her  Sunday  School  class.  It  is  here  her  body 
now  sleeps  awaiting  the  glorious  resurrection  of  the  saints  of  God. 

Residing  are  her  loving  husband,  Rev.  W.  T.  Totten,  an  honored 
member  of  this  conference,  one  sister,  Mrs.  J.  T.  Clayton,  of  Port 
Norfolk,  Va.,  and  three  brothers,  Capt.  N.  W.  Tarkington,  of  Suf- 
folk, Va.,  Samuel  P.  Tarkington,  of  Charleston,  S.  C,  and  Cornelius 
Tarkington,  of  Baltimore,  Md.  These  with  many  other  loving  rela- 
tives and  friends  are  now  sad  and  mourning  because  of  her  going. 

The  going  of  our  friends  brings  sadness  to  our  hearts  but  not 
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so  sad  when  we  know,  from  the  life  they  lived,  that  they  have  only 
arrived  at  that  happy  home  to  which  we  are  going.

JOHN  HAMILTON  MOTON 

John  Hamilton  Moton  was  born  April  4,  1854,  in  Athens,  Ga. 
His  family  moved  from  Georgia  to  South  Carolina  when  he  was  but 
a  small  boy.  After  the  death  of  his  elder  brother  he  took  the  place 
of  Father  to  a  widowed  mother.  In  the  seventies  the  family  moved 
to  Buncombe  County,  North  Carolina,  where  he  attended  Weaver- 
ville  College  and  at  his  conversion  at  the  age  of  nineteen  he  decided 
to  enter  the  ministry. 

Brother  Moton  did  quite  a  lot  of  work  as  a  local  preacher  and 
was  a  great  helper  to  his  pastor  in  this  way.  He  worked  in  revivals 
on  Pigeon  River  Charge  and  was  very  effective  as  a  revivalist.  His 
work  in  Western  North  Carolina  was  so  effective  that  he  was  known 
through  all  that  section  as  one  who  was  ever  ready  to  help  in  the 
forwarding  of  God's  Kingdom  in  leading  souls  to  the  cross. 

He  began  his  ministry  as  a  regular  pastor  on  Ivy  Charge  after 
working  for  ten  years  as  a  local  preacher. 

On  December  12,  1879,  he  was  happily  married  to  Miss  Rachel 
Priscilla  Brittain,  of  Weaverville.  She  proved  to  him  a  faithful  anl 
courageous  helper  in  all  the  changing  scenes  incident  to'  an  itinerant 
preacher's  life.  They  reared  a  large  family  of  children,  five  daughters 
and  three  sons,  all  of  whom  survive,  together  with  the  faithful  wife. 
They  are  as  follows:  Mrs.  Florine  Eller,  Weaverville;  Mrs.  J.  C.  Bo- 
denheimer,  Concord;  Mrs.  Charles  Goodman,  Lynchburg,  Va. ;  Mrs.  M. 
A.  Honeycutt,  La  Grange;  Miss  Beulah  Moton,  High  Point;  Messrs. 
A.  C.  and  Elmer,  Washington,  D.  C;  C.  S.  Moton,  Albemarle. 
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For  46  years  he  served  as  regular  pastor  on  the  following 
charges:  Ivey,  Buncombe,  Ivey  second  pastorate,  Cleveland,  Buncombe 
second  pastorate,  Alamance,  Winston  circuit,  Lebanon,  Fallston, 
Albemarle,  Welch  Memorial,  St.  Paul,  English  Street  and  Winston 
Station.  Upon  all  these  charge  he  left  his  impress  in  such  a  way  as 
the  people  who  worked  with  him  or  were  led  to  Christ  by  him  as 
to  make  for  better  living  because  of  his  consecration  and  earnestness. 

After  a  life  of  faithful  service  to  his  Master  and  the  people  with 
whom  he  came  in  contact  he  went  home  June  23,  1929,  after  living 
here  for  75  years,  two  months  and  19  days. 

When  we  think  of  Brother  Moton's  faithfulness  and  the  irre- 
proachable character  which  he  possessed,  and  the  joy  that  always 
came  to  him  when  he  was  permitted  to'  lead  a  soul  to  Christ,  we 
cannot  but  think  of  what  a  rejoicing  there  was  when  he  entered  the 
gates  of  the  Celestial  City;  for  doubtless  there  were  many  there  to 
join  in  the  triumphant  chorus  of  the  redeemed  coming  home,  and 
we  can  imagine  though  faintly  something  of  the  joy  of  his  enraptured 
soul  when  he  heard  Jesus  say:  "Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful 
servant,  enter  into  the  joy  of  thy  Lord."  Then  we  feel  sure  that 
there  were  many  there  to  say:  "He  led  me  to  accept  you,  dear  Mas- 
ter," and  this  of  course  added  to  his  crown  of  rejoicing,  for  he  was 
among  our  greatest  soul  winners  and  few  men  of  his  opportunity 
ever  led  so  many  souls  to  the  foot  of  the  cross.

JOHN  F.  ALEXANDER 

Rev.  John  F.  Alexander  was  born  in  York  County,  South  Caro- 
lina, September  16,  1861;  departed  this  life  April  30,  1929.  His 
widowed  wife,  eleven  children,  twelve  grand-children,  one  brother, 
with  a  host  of  other  relatives  and  friends  are  left  to  mourn  their  loss. 
One  child  preceded  him  to  reward  at  11  years  of  age.  It  was  his 
happy  lot  to  live  to  see  hi^  other  six  sons  and  five  daughters  crowned 
in  manhood  and  womanhood.  It  was  an  impressive  scene  when  this 
large  off-spring  of  fine  men  and  women  marched  by  the  casket  to 
take  their  last  view  of  one  who  had  so  splendidly  finished  his  earthly 
task,  and  had  endeared  himself  to  such  a  large  circle  of  weeping 
friends. 

Brother  Alexander  V  father  died  when  he  was  but  a  small  lad. 
He  being  the  oldest  boy,  the  burden  of  caring  for  the  widowed  mother 
and  children  fell  upon  his  young  shoulders.  To  this  task  he  heroically 
devoted  himself  until  he  was  twenty-four  years  of  age.  This  re- 
sponsibility, in  a  large  measure,  deprived  him  of  taking  advantage 
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of  the  small  school  opportunities  which  his  day  and  time  afforded. 
In  the  year  1885  he  came  to  North  Carolina,  locating  near  Harris- 
burg,  where  he  spent  the  major  part  of  the  remainder  of  his  life, 
farming,  merchandising,  and  was  for  seventeen  years  postmaster  of 
the  village.  His  business  was  conducted  in  a  splendid  manner,  and  is 
remembered  and  spoken  of  in  very  flattering  terms  by  many  to  this 
day. 

On  September  11,  1890,  five  years  after  coming  to  our  state,  he 
was  happily  united:  in  marriage  to  Miss  Cora  E.  Stafford.  She 
proved  to  be  a  sweet-spirited,  congenial,  helpful,  loving,  devoted  com- 
panion, standing  by  him  and  holding  up  his  hands  in  his  struggle  for 
the  mastery  until  the  day  of  his  triumphant  departure  from  labor  to 
reward.  At  the  funeral  this  noble  woman  was  remembered  with 
many  tributes  of  honor  by  intimate  pastors  who  knew  her  devotions. 
His  body  was  laid  to  rest  in  the  Harrisburg  Presbyterian  church 
burying  ground  in  the  presence  of  an  overflowing  congregation,  and 
beneath  a  bank  of  flowers  which,  in  a  measure,  bespoke  the  loving 
respect  and  high  esteem  in  which  he  was  held. 

Brother  Alexander  was  converted  in  early  life,  joined1  the  Pres- 
byterian church,  and  faithfully  served  it  in  many  ways  for  a  number 
of  years,  such  as  Sunday  School  organizer,  teacher,  superintendent, 
elder  and  deacon.  Later  he  felt  that  his  Heavenly  Father  wanted 
him  to  preach,  and  was  appointed  to  two  pastorates  in  Charlotte, 
after  which  he  secured  a  tent  and  went  out  holding  revival  meetings, 
establishing  many  Sunday  schools,  taking  the  oversight,  out  of  which 
grew  strong  churches  to  crown  his  efforts  and  bless  his  memory. 

God  so  blessed  him  in  these  meetings,  that  in  one  of  them  which 
he  held,  with  the  workers  of  Roberta  church  held  in  the  rural  district 
near  Concord,  there  were  ninety-nine  professions,  and  60  members 
were  received  in  Roberta  church  from  this  meeting.  , 

About  the  year  1912,  feeling  that  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church  afforded  a  greater  field  of  service  for  his  Lord  and  Master, 
he  joined  our  church  at  Roberta,  of  which  he  remained  a  member  of 
value  in  many  ways  till  death.  He  received  his  first  appointment 
from  our  Conference  about  1915,  and  was  assigned  to  Midland 
charge  some  seven  times,  and  to  Roberta  and  Millgrove  once.  During 
his  pastorate  at  Midland  he  became  afflicted,  which  affliction  lasted 
for  five  years.  But  he  never  ceased  to  carry  on  so  long  as  he  was 
able,  though  sometimes  he  would  have  to  stand  on  one  foot  to  deliver 
the  message  to  his  waiting  congregation.  He  loved  to  tell  the  story 
of  redeeming  love,  but  ill  health  forced  him  to  retire  from  the  pulpit 
which  he  loved  so  much.  Humble  patience  characterized  his  suffer- 
ing, never  complaining,  but  often  expressing  the  desire  to  live,  if 
he  could  be  of  further  service  to  his  Redeemer,  but  was  resigned 
to  the  last  call  when  it  pleased  God  to  make  it.

Brother  Alexander  was  a  hard  worker  and  a  hard- worked  man. 
Aside  from  caring  for  a  large  family,  we  wonder  how  he  found  so 
much  time  to  devote  to  preaching  the  Word,  comforting  the  bereaved, 
lifting  up  the  fallen,  cheering  the  discouraged,  visiting  the  sick,  the 
distressed  and  dying.  In  the  consciousness  of  those  who  knew  him 
best  he  has  this  testimony:  He  was  a  sterling  citizen,  a  noble  chris- 
tian, a  friend  of  God  and  man.  He  was  meek,  quiet,  non-assuming. 
He  never  sold  for  what  he  was  worth;  he  never  sought  the  'lime- 
light' nor  pushed  himself  ahead.  He  uncompromisingly  stood  for 
the  right,  and  respected  the  convictions  of  others.  He  had  a  great 
love  for  young  people  and  children,  and  touched  their  lives  at  many 
points.  He  had  great  insight  into  human  nature,  and  never  indulged 
in  abuse  of  the  wayward.  He  made  it  easier  for  others  to  live  right 
when  associated  with  him.  The  officiating  minister  could  well  speak 
with  ease  and  very  little  reservation  at  the  funeral  of  such  a  man  as 
Uncle  John  was.  To  be  worthy  of  such  tributes  of  honor  at  our 
parting  is  prayerfully  and  earnestly  craved  by  your  committee.

Rev.  Henry  Durant  Garmon  was  born  December  18,  1855,  in 
Cabarrus  County  and  passed  from  labor  to  reward  on  July  23,  1929. 
Brother  Garmon  spent  the  most  of  his  long  life  in  the  service  of 
his  Master.  He  loved  God  and  was  obedient  to  His  commands.  He 
gave  himself  in  early  life  to  Christ  and  to  his  cause.

WILLIAM  P.  MARTIN 
Rev.  William  Pinkey  Martin  was  born  December  25,  1850,  in 
Burke  County  near  what  was  known  then  as  Meadows  Methodist 
Protesttant  Church  now  known  as  Burke's  Chapel,  and  was  reared 
in  that  community.  At  the  early  age  of  14  years  he  professed  faith 
in   Christ   and   joined  the   Methodist   Protestant    Church  and   began 
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active  Christian  service.  His  was  a  fearless  service,  beginning  at 
home  in  his  father's  house  to  hold  prayer  meetings  and  carried  them 
into  almost  every  home  in  that  community.  His  ambition  was  to 
get  people  saved  and  as  a  result  of  these  prayer  meetings  many- 
were  saved.  He  answered  the  call  to  the  ministry  at  the  age  of 
twenty  years  and  was  ordained  at  the  age  of  twenty-five  years.  He 
began  his  first  active  work  on  what  was  known  as  Caldwell  Mission, 
now  known  as  Connelly  Springs  Circuit,  which  he  served  for  several 
years. 

His  next  appointment  was  at  Monroe,  the  dates  of  this  pas- 
torate being  unknown.  His  next  appointment  was  Caldwell  Circuit. 
He  served  the  Ivey  Circuit  three  years,  and  after  this  he  retired 
from  active  work  in  the  conference.  For  a  few  years  his  work  was 
local.  He  did  not  lose  interest  in  the  ministry.  He  preached  the 
gospel  and  urged  men  to  become  Christians.  Again  for  a  few  years 
he  was  on  the  active  list,  serving  the  Pageland  and  Connelly  Springs 
charges.  Brother  Martin  was  a  good  man  and  devoted  himself  to 
prayer. 

July  6,  1929,  he  passed  from  labor  to  reward.  The  three  last 
years  of  his  life  were  spent  in  reading  the  Bible  and  prayerful 
meditation  upon  the  glories  and  realities  of  the  Spirit  world,  to  which 
he  has  gone.

W.  C.  HALL 

Rev.  William  Clarence  Hall  was  born  December  S,  1888.  A  part 
of  his  life  was  spent  in  Kentucky  but  during  most  of  it  he  lived  in 
North  Carolina.  When  about  nineteen  years  of  age  he  gave  his 
heart  to  Jesus  Christ  his  conversion  taking  place  near  Ashboro.  For 
some  time  he  held  his  membership  in  the  Wesleyan  Methodist  Church, 
later  transferring  to  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

Brother  Hall  was  married  on  October  1,  1913,  to  Miss  Maud 
Hulin,  daughter  of  Rev.  J.  W.  Hulin,  a  minister  of  his  conference. 
She  was  to  him  a  faithful  and  loving  wife  ever  ready  to  co-operate 
in  whatever  work  he  felt  God  would  have  him  do  or  whatever  sacri- 
fice He  would  have  him  make.  Five  children  were  born  to  them,  four 
of  whom  survive. 

God  called  this  man  to  preach.  He  had  no  doubt  as  to  the  call 
and  for  some  ten  years  he  did  preach  as  opportunity  presented  itself. 
His  education  was  limited  and  upon  the  opening  of  High  Point  Col- 
lege he  secured  a  position  as  Superintendent  of  Buildings  and 
Grounds  with  the  intention  of  taking  a  few  hours  of  class  work  each 
week  and  making  in  this  way  some  preparation  for  the  ministry. 
The  work,  however,  which  was  involved  in  his  position  required  long 
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hours  and  there  was  no  time  for  study.  At  last  he  gave  up  thought 
of  further  preparation  and  presented  himself  to  the  conference  in 
1927  by  which  he  was  assigned  to  Mecklenburg  circuit,  the  only 
charge  he  ever  served.  He  was  happy  in  this  work  and  for  a  brief 
period  rendered  excellent  service  and  endeared  himself  to  his  people. 
A  constitution  none  too  strong  gave  way,  however,  and  after  some 
months  of  illness  he  passed  over  on  June  30,  1929.  He  was  buried  at 
Love  Joy  church,  the  funeral  service  being  conducted  by  Revs.  G.  L. 
Reynolds  and  P.  S.  Kennett. 

Brother  Hall  was  a  kind  and  generous  man.  He  was  also  a 
friendly  man.  His  own  work  was  never  so  pressing  that  he 
could  not  help  others  and  his  own  burdens  were  never  so  great 
that  he  could  not  offer  cheerful  encouragement  to  those  about 
him.  The  author  of  this  sketch  lived  near  him  for  three  years 
and  found  him  to  be  a  real  neighbor.  I  have  called  upon  him 
for  accommodation  both  by  day  and  by  night,  not  once,  but  many 
times  and -he  never  failed.  I  can  pay  him  no  greater  tribute  than  to 
say  he  was  my  friend.  He  loved  his  family  and  his  friends;  he  loved 
High  Point  College  and  his  church;  best  of  all  he  loved  God. 

The  span  of  his  life  was  short,  and  as  the  world  measures  it  the 
accomplishments  were  not  great.  Better,  however,  to  go  from  faith- 
ful active  service,  humble  thought  it  was,  than  to  have  attained 
honors  and  authority  and  proved  unfaithful.  His  short  ministry  was 
not  in  vain.

JOHN  FRANKLIN  DOSIER 
(Omitted  from  1928  Journal) 

Rev.  John  Franklin  Dosier  was  born  July  3,  1855.  His  immortal 
spirit  left  the  broken  body  June  21,  1928.  His  age  was  72  years, 
eleven  months  and  eighteen  days.  Brother  Dosier  was  the  oldest  son 
of  Perry  Dosier,  deceased,  and  Roxanna  Dosier,  who  still  survives 
at  the  age  of  92  years.  Two  sons  and  two  daughters,  one  sister  and 
three  brothers  also  survive. 

Thirty-four  years  ago  Brother  Dosier  was  united  in  marriage  to 
Miss  Mamie  Norman,  who  survives  and  mourns  the  passing  of  him 
whom  she  loved  long  since  and  has  lost  for  a  while. 

The  foregoing  was  read  by  Reverend  W.  H.  Neese  at  the  funeral 
of  Brother  Dosier.  Brother  Neese  also  says  "For  the  last  three  and 
a  half  years  I  have  been  closely  associated  with  Brother  Dosier  and 
his  life  has  enriched  mine.     He  loved  his  church  and  many  times  he 
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attended  the  services  of  the  Church  under  a  physical  handicap  that 
many  would  have  felt  fully  justified  his  absence." 

Twenty-two  ministers  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  attended 
the  funeral  of  Brother  Dosier  which  was  held  in  Mt.  Lebanon  Church 
in  the  town  of  Randleman. 

Brother  Dosier  entered  the  active  ministry  in  the  fall  of  1886. 
His  first  charge  was  Forsyth  Circuit.  He  served  actively  for  28 
years.  His  last  charge  was  Rockingham  Circuit.  The  largest  salary 
he  ever  received  was  $327.00.  The  smallest  salary  received  was 
$167.00. 

Brother  Dosier  was  truly  an  educated  man.  He  never  attended 
college,  but  he  was  all  his  life'  a  close  student.  He  read  widely  and 
deeply.  His  use  of  the  English  language  was  scrupulously  correct 
and  his  pronunciation  well  night  faultless.  He  was  one  of  our  best 
preachers  and  his  love  for  and  loyalty  to  his  Church  and  Conference 
was  truly  touching. 

For  some  twelve  years  or  more  he  held  a  superannuate  relation. 
During  these  years  he  believed  that  God  had  called  him  to  preach  and 
yet  in  some  way  the  door  had  been  closed.  This  enforced  inactivity 
constituted     the  greatest  tragedy  of  his  life. 

When  Brother  Dosier  came  into  the  Conference  42  years  ago 
our  Churches  were  nearly  all  rural  Churches.  Most  of  the  charges 
were  large.  The  Churches,  most  of  them,  were  small.  We  had  no 
good  roads  and  yet  Brother  Dosier,  as  did  others,  traveled  through 
deep  mud  for  long  distances  and  preached  in  cold  Churches  in  the 
winter  all  because  he  loved  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  and 
because  he  believed  that  God  had  called  him  to  preach  the  Gospel. 
During  the  long  years  of  his  inactivity  he  might  have  gone  to  some 
sister  denomination  in  order  to  find  work,  or  he  might  have  trans- 
ferred to  another  Conference  in  his  own  Church,  but  no,  to  him  it 
was  the  old  Methodist  Protestant  Church  and  the  old  North  Carolina 
conference  forever. 

Brother  Dosier  was  nearly  always  with  us  in  our  Annual  Con- 
ference Sessions.  He  observed  closely  the  work  of  the  Conference 
but  seldom  occupied  the  time  of  the  Conference  in  prolonged  dis- 
cussion. Brother  Dosier  was  truly  a  unique  character  and  it  has 
been  difficult  for  the  committee  to  put  on  record  a  satisfactory  esti- 
mate of  his  life  and  character.  Now  he  has  gone  from  us  and  we  be- 
lieve the  Chief  Shepherd  has  given  him  a  crown  of  life  which  fadeth 
not  away.

Rev.  D.  A.  Braswell  was  born  October  6,  1853,  in  Anson  County, 
North  Carolina,  the  son  of  John  W.  and  Lucy  E.  Braswell. 

On  October  27,  1872,  he  was  married  to  Martha  Hane  Bryant. 
To  this  union  were  born  nine  children,  three  of  them  preceeded  him 
to  the  grave.  The  children  surviving  are  as  follows:  J.  T.  Bras- 
well, Hamlet,  N.  C;  Mrs.  S.  0.  Bundy,  Concord,  N.  C;  John  S.  Bras- 
well, Rockingham,  N.  C;  Mrs.  David  Eudy,  Hamlet,  N.  C,  and 
Mrs.  B.  F.  Waddell,  Concord,  N.  C. 

He  was  converted  early  in  life  and  joined  Hopewell  M.  E.  Church. 
He  was  granted  license  to  exhort  in  this  church.  Later  Friendship 
Methodist  Protestant  Church  was  organized  in  his  community  and  he 
moved  his  membership  there,  being  one  of  the  charter  members. 

He  joined  the  North  Carolina  Conference  at  LaGrange  in  1893 
and  was  ordained  at  Burlington  Conference  in  1896. 

He  served  the  following  charges:  Albemarle,  1896,  1897,  1898; 
Plymouth  and  Edenton,  1899,  1900;  Buncombe,  1901;  Ivey,  1902, 
1903;  Concord,  1904,  1905,  1906,  1907;  Fairview,  1908,  1909;  Denton, 
1910,  1911;  Conference  Evangelist,  1912;  Charlotte,  1913,  1914; 
Uwharrie,  1915;  Evangelistic  Work,  1916,  1917,  (Left  without  work 
at  his  own  request)  ;  Lexington  Mission,  1918,  1919,  1920,  1921. 

In  1922  he  was  left  without  work  at  his  own  request  to  again 
engage  in  Evangelistic  Work. 

In  1923  he  was  superannuated.  Although  a  superannuate  during 
the  years  1923,  1924,  1925  and  1926,  he  was  not  idle  but  continued 
to  do  all  he  could  to  assist  in  the  furtherance  of  the  Master's  King- 
dom. He  came  into  the  ministry  rather  late  in  life  and  without 
special  preparation  for  the  work,  but  through  his  consecration  to 
God,  his  devotion  to  the  people,  and  his  natural  ability,  he  was  re- 
markably successful  in  his  zealous  work  for  the  King. 

He  was  a  pioneer  worker  in  many  communities  for  the  Metho- 
dist Protestant  Church.  It  was  directly  through  his  personal  efforts 
that  churches  were  organized  in  Plymouth,  Edenton,  Mt.  Elmer,  Mt. 
Hermon  (Creswell  Circuit),  Concord,  Charlotte,  Roberta,  Rocking- 
ham and  Spencer.  He  had  also  worked  up  quite  an  interest  in  Lex- 
ington and  led  in  the  purchase  of  a  lot  where  our  State  Church  now 
stands. 

Brother  Braswell  had  a  passion  for  souls,  and  was  at  his  best 
and  also  the  happiest  when  striving  to  lead  some  soul  to  Jesus.  He 
was  a  sound,  safe  preacher,  a  real  pastor.  He  rarely  ever  made  a 
pastoral  call  without  reading  some  Scripture  lesson  and  offering 
prayer  and  often  had  conversions  in  the  home.  He  believed  the  Bible 
— every  word  of  it  was  precious  to  his  soul. 
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He  was  a  great  sufferer  for  the  last  four  or  five  years  of  his 
rife,  and  during  those  years  he  was  a  great  care  to  his  loved  ones, 
but  they  were  faithful  to  him  even  to  the  end  and  they  have  great 
reason  to  rejoice  in  his  triumphant  death. 

On  the  25th  of  December,  1927,  on  Christmas  Day,  he  was  re- 
leased from  his  suffering,  and  was  translated  to  that  home  above 
to  be  "ever  present  with  the  Lord"  and  to  meet  his  loved  ones  and 
so  many  of  his  brethren  of  the  ministry,  who  had  outstripped  him  in 
the  heavenly  race;  and  the  many  redeemed  souls  whom  he  had  led 
to  Jesus  during  his  long,  useful  ministry. 

His  funeral  was  held  in  the  Concord  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  conducted  by  Rev.  W.  F.  Ashburn,  assisted  by  Rev.  G.  H. 
Hendry,  Rev.  N.  G.  Bethea,  Dr.  A.  G.  Dixon  and  Rev.  S.  W.  Taylor, 
the  latter  offering  a  very  touching  prayer. 

The  remains  were  gently  laid  to  rest  in  the  Concord  Cemetery  to 
await  the  glorious  resurrection  of  the  saints.  Rev.  J.  H.  Moton 
pronounced  the  benediction. 

"Sleep  on  beloved  sleep,  and  take  thy  rest; 
Lay  down  thy  head  upon  thy  Saviour's  breast; 
We  love  thee  well,  but  Jesus  loves  thee  best, 

Good-night,  Good-night ! 
Calm  is  thy  slumber  as  an  infant's  sleep, 
But  thou  shalt  wake  no  more  to  toil  and  weep ; 
Thine  is  a  perfect  rest  secure   and   deep, — Good-night,   Good-night."
